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PLACE HUNTERS DISMAYED 


NO SIGNS OF A COMING DISTRIBU- 
TION OF OFFICES. 
{INCAPABLE AND USELESS OFFICE HOLDERS 

ANXIOUS—-THE MEN WHO ARE SEEKING 
PLACES AND WHAT THEY WANT, 
WasHineTon, March 12.—Not until to- 
day was the alarm created by the reduction 
of the White House clerical force made 
apparent in the departments. Among the 
incapable and unnecessary clerks who 
know they were appointed and have 
been retained for political considerations 
there is a feeling of fearakin to that manifest- 
ed by the man who waits in his cell the coming 
of the executioner. That there is at present 
little reason to expect many removals is plain to 
those who remember that the force of employes 
cannot be reduced until the heads of divisions 
and bureaus have been changed to such an ex- 
tent as to enabie the heads of departments to 
know how tbe force can be advantageously 
cut down. The office holder. and the office 
feeker are found together in. crowds at 
night, and the office holder is appalied at the 
unrestrained eagerness of the office seeker to be 
immediately put into the service. There isa 
notable thinning out of members of Congress. 
Nearly all the Southern men have gone home. 
Very few of the Western Representatives and 
those from New-York remain. The hungry 
crowd is made up principally of men who came 
to Washington confident that there was to be 
& distribution of spoils; that it was to begin on 
March i, and that the men who were on the spot 
when it began would be promply served. 

In addition to the swarms of office seekers who 
have daily besieged the doors of each of the 
Cabinet officers, the mails for each department 
are loaded down with letters from applicants. 
At the Post Office Department, where the visitors 

ave been so numerous as almost who!ly to pre- 
Vent the transaction of business, the mails bave 
brought, since jast Saturday, about 2,200 letters 
from persons wno want Post Oftices.. Some of 
these are trom men who want to be retained in 
offices they already hold, but the great 
majority come from persons who want 
to bave others ousted .that they may be 
put in. It is expected at the department 
that letters of this kind will continue to pour in 
during the rest of this month. All the Congress- 
men in the city receive piles of similar letters 
every day.. Some of the episties are amusing. 
“I am Postmaster at this place,” wrote one 
anxious man to a Democratic Representative; 
*““did mot yote for Blaine nor Cleveland, but 
I did vote for prohibition. If. my. voting 
against the deviland whisky is nota sufficient 
causein your judsment for my removal I ask 
pos to use your influence against any change 

eing made of Postmaster in this place except 
for cause.” . 

The. Missouri men, who have been in: conven- 
tion every night for three or four successive 
nights, have made out a list of the offices and 
officers trom that State upon which they expect 
tostand. ‘losome of the Missouri members ot 
Congress it is so Jong as to excite a suspicion 
that the public wili ridicule their demands, and 
there is a disposition among the men who are 
frightened at their own greed to undertake 
first to have Mr. Keynolds, now on duty with 
the South American Commission, provided for 
in the Liplomatic Service, and then to take 
ehances with the rest of the list. . 

That ex-Senators and ex-members of the 
Hlouse of Representatives are active applicants 
for places in the departments is attested by the 
zeal with which triends of ex-Congressman 
Frank Hurd, of Obio, and of ex-Senator Charles 
R. Buckaiew, of Pennsylvania, joined those gen- 
tiemen in their efforts to secure the place of Mr. 
McCammon as Assistant Attorney-General for 
the Interior Department. Mr. Buckalew's appli- 
cation was not supportea by such Pennsylvania 
influences as would equalize the known partiality 
of Secretary Lamar ior Mr. Hurd on personal 
grounds, strengthened by the concurrence of the 
Secretary with’ the tarif?’ reform views. of 
Mr. Hurd. Yet-.even the latter gentleman was 
advised by. the Secretary, of the:Interior that 
Mr. McCammon ig not.only a good: lawyer but a 
“very essential part of the mechanism of the de- 

artment. What will be the length Of Mr. ‘Mc- 
mmon’s tenure of his. position, is Hot Knéwn 
or what the ussyrances; made. to: him by.Secre- 
tary Lamar, but it is certain that he surrendered 
certain business engagements -he had made, to 
be soon consummated, withdrew the tender of 
his resignation, and abandoned his preparations 

to return to Pennsyivania immediately.

ANOTHER CABINET COUNCIL. 

A meeting of the Cabinet was held to- 
day, the President baving decided that the 
second meeting of the week should hereafter, so 
long as Geemed desirable, be held on Thursday 
instead of Friday as heretofore. One reason 
assigned for the change is, that in the event of 
necessity for communicating with the Senate, 





as the result of Cabinet consultations, it 
will be found better to have a meeting 
on Thursday. The Senate does not sit 
on Saturuay, and, unle’s great haste 


was made, it would be almust impossible to get 
pominations before the Senate that were decided 
wpon on Friday until the following Monday. 
The meeting !asted two hours and a half. The 
principal subject of discussion was the Okia- 
homa difficulty, and it is understood that it was 
decided to appoint a Commissioner under the 
terms of the bill recently passed to visit the 
Gouvtry and ascertain upon what terms, if any, 
the tribes hoiding the land will consent to 
yield it, in order that it may be thrown 
open to settlers. The Secretary of War is 
giving attention to the movements of the 
*boomers,” and the President and all the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet are determined that the 
policy of exclusion adopted by the recent Ad- 
ministration shall be adhered to until the right 
ef settiers to occupy the coveted iands is clear. 
itis understood that there was further discus- 
gion of the patronage question, and: that the de- 
Cision already reached to make haste siowly 
fn changing the officers of the Govern- 
ment wus not modified. If any nomina- 
tioms were agreed upon for either foreign 
foissions or domestic, offices the members of the 
Cabinet will not reveal the secrets of the 
Cabinet table. The friends of Messrs. Thurman, 
Pendieton, McCiellan, and otber candidates tor 
ositions abroad are conitident that some of 
hese names will be sent to the Senate to-mor- 
row. The treaties sent to the Senate by the re- 
cent Administration, and which have been, or 
will be, withdrawn, have not yet been discussed, 
and probably will not be, it is thought, until 
after the Senate pas adjourned. It is not re- 
garded as at ail probable that the Senate will be 
falied upon to consider them,if at all, at the 
present ses-ion. 
.Astory ist»ld here to-night of the visit of a 
Kentucky Senator to the President that finds 
any interested and some indignant hearers. 
The Sénator went up tothe White House with 
some office-hunting friends tu get some infor- 
mation to relieve the office seekers, who have 
min great anxiety.

THE ARKANSAS SENATORSHIP. 

Who shail be Mr. Garland’s successor for 
the unexpired termas Senator from Arkansas 
isa question which interests Senators and pre- 
sumably Mr. Garland himself. Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, elected fortwo years as Congressman at 
Large, was yesterday in conference with At- 
torney-Generai Garland, and the Arkansas poli- 
ticians say that the ambition of Mr. Breckin- 
ridge is to occupy the seat that Mr. Garland has 
Vacated and to bring back to the Senate the 
mame which his father made distinguished as a 


Senator from Kentucky, a position to which he 
was elected while still Vice-President, and 
which he surrendered to enter the Con- 
federate service. Good authority on Arkan- 
sas politics here is reinforced by tele- 
graphic assurances from Little Rock 
that the Attorney-General’s influence will not 
be exerted for any candidate for the Senate. 
While Mr. Waiker, whose term has just expired, 
and whom Mr. Jones, lately a member of the 
House, succeeds, was a Senator, the most friend- 
ly relations existed between himself and_his col- 
leazue, Mr. Garland. Mr, Waiker left Washing- 
ton inspired with the belief taut he was a possi- 
bie successor to Mr. Gariand, by the help of the 
Republican votes in the Arkansas Legis- 
jJature, in the absence of a caucus nom- 
ination by the Democrats. While there is 
a. chance for Mr. Walker if au angry strug- 
e among the Democrats occurs, in which 
4 meacre Republican strength is a factor, 
jt is not iikely that the chvice of the successor to 
ariand will be other than Representative Poin- 
sxter Durn or ex-Gov. Berry. Tie new Sena- 
tor, Mr. Jones, waselected with the acquiescence 
and active help of ex-Gov. Berry’s friends and 
witha knowledge of Mr. Gariand’s purpose to 
ter Mr.. Cleveiand’s Cabinet.- Advices from 
give the impression that the Admin- 





istration is nowise unfriendly to Mr. Berry’s 
election. He is said to be an adroit politician, of 
amiable temper, fair abilities, and capacity for 
conciliation, He lost a -* in the Confederate 
service.

A STRUGGLE BETWEEN TWO LEADERS. 
The contest for the position of Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue has developed into 
something more than a personal one between 
Mr. Philip Thompson, Jr., of Kentucky, and Mr. 
Eustace Gibson or State Auditor Miller, of West 
Virginia. Mr. Thompson’s most conspicuous 
supporter is Speaker Carlisle. He ** backed” Mr. 
Thompson from the moment he became a candi- 
date for the place, as did Senator Beck, Repre- 
sentative Robertson, and the rest of the Ken- 
tucky delegation. Kecently, when West Virginia 
offered two candidates, Mr. Randall was also an- 
nounced as the backer of either of those candi- 
dates. Mr. Manning and the President are 
now appealed to several times a day to 
take sides for the candidate of one or 
the other of the two representative Democrats. 
The Randall side does not appear to care so 
much about which Randall man is chosen as 
that a Carlisle man shall-be beaten. Mr. Man- 
ning is understood to favor Mr. Randall's men, 
and the Carlisle people are ay | reports that 
lead them to believe that the President has 
made unpleasant remarks about Mr. Thompson's 
personal history, which indicate that he does 
not regard him an altogether desirable candi- 
date. Mr. Thompson is very muchin earnest 
in his effort to obtain the place, and 
says that if a Kentucky man _ was 
good enough for it under a Republican 
Administration he does not see how the cry of 
*“ whisky” against a Kentucky Democrat should 
prevail to keep him out. The Randail men will 
do their best to prove that if they cannot nomi- 
nate their man they can at least defeat Carlisle 
by keeping out his candidate. Some of the cor- 
ridor statesmen are declaring somewhat confi- 
dently that the case will be decided in such a 
way as to indicate the President’s leaning as be- 
tween Carlisle and Ranaall. If it comes to that, 
however, the President’s friends who are indif- 
ferent to the hopes of the Carlisle and Randall 
candidates say that the man selected will be one 
for whom neither the tariff retorm nor the pro- 
tectionist leader has expressed an interest.

POSTMASTER PEARSON’S ENEMIES. 
The opponents of Postmaster Pearson 
are at work upon the Administration, and will 
waste no opportunity to induce President Cleve- 
land and Postmaster-General Vilas to turn him 
out and turn the office at New-York over to a 
Democratic partisan. The men who are most 
active in this work are said to be the Tammany 
politicians, and they are deriving great comfort 
from men of the Frank Hatton ‘stripe. In 
their efforts to make Mr. Pearson objection- 
able they are talking about some reports 
made by Hatton’s special examiners about the 
time of the arrest of certain men concerned in 
the business of local letter delivery. Post- 
master-General Vilas has had no timé to give to 
the consideration of the New-York Postmaster- 
ship orto any other Post Office appointments. 
The Tammany men, who are convinced that the 
Coilectorship will go to the County Democracy, 
and probably to Mr. Hubert O. Thompson, are 


determined, if possible, to get possession of the 
Post Office.

REDUCED NEWSPAPER POSTAGE. 

Orders have been issued by the Post 
Office Department for the preparation of a new 
One-cent newspaper postage stamp, which will 
be needed after July 1 because of the law passed 
at the recent session of Congress reducing 
the rate on newspapers. The stamp is-to be simi- 
lar in design tothe present series of newspaper 
stamps ranging from 2to 10cents. During the 
last fiscal year 47,240 tons of matter suject to 
newspaper rates was sent through the mails 
from 5,785 Post Offices. The postage amounted 
to $1,899,592 14. This was an increase of nearly 
ll per cent. over the preceding year. Allowing 
for the same increase in matter sent for the next 
tiscal year, it is estimated that the reduction to 
1 cent per pound will result in a lossof over 
$1,000,000 to the revenues of the Post Office De- 
partment.

OF INTEREST TO WHISKY MEN. 

CINCINNATI, March 12.—A trial that has 
attracted considerable attention among whisky 
men was decided in the Superior Court to-day. 
Maurice Picnoffs, of Chicago, alleged that there 
was serious leakage in alot of 1,500 barrels of 
whisky which he purchased of Stevens, Dair & 
Co., of this city, for shipment to Versailles, 
France, and asked for judgment ugainst 
the firm named for the loss thus_ sus- 
tained. The point at issue was whether 
the firm making the sale was bound to 
see, without special agreement to that effect, 
that the casks containing the spirits were 
adapted for so long a journey. Under thecharge 
of the court the jury found that such a re- 
sponsibility rested upon a firm selling goods for 
rs pent. and assessed the plaintiff’s damages at 
$1,310. During the progress of the trial it came 
out incidentally that ali spirits sent from this 
country to Versailles are watered and ‘doc- 
tored”’ up andsent in bottles to Africa, where 
the stuff has a large sale. Itis known in Ver- 
sailles as “nigger brandy.” 








SUIT AGAINST EX-GOV. PAGE. 
Troy, N. Y., March 12.—At the Rutland 
County (Vt.) Civil and Criminal Court, which is 
now in session, it 1s expected one or more of the 
criminal indictments against J. M. Haven, ex- 
Treasurer of the Rutland Railroad Company, 
will be tried. The most important case is the 


Rutland Railroad Company-Page suit. It is 
brought by the railroud company against ex- 
Gov. Jobn B. Page, its former President, to 
recover a very large amount, claimed to be 
more than $200,000, and to be’ due from bim 
for railroad moneys which had been in his hands 
and used by him and for interest. Ex-Goy. Page 
has filed a plea in offset, clatming that the bal- 
ance is largely in his favor. Tne trial wil! begin 
Monday at 2 o’clock P. M., with a specia} jury 
struck in accordance with the law of 1884, passed 
presumably to reach this cause. The case in- 
voives an Overhauling of the momey transac- 
tions of the railroad since its organization.

A FUGITIVE CASHIER ARRESTED. 





CAPTURED AFTER ELUDING PURSUIT FOR 
SIX YEARS. 

Der Soro, Mo., March 12.—Quite an excite- 
ment was caused here yesterday morning when 
the inhabitants were apprised of the fact 
that Detective Tracey, of the St. Louis 
police force, had arrested for forgery 
Egbert M. Carver, Cashier of the ‘De Soto 
City Bank. Many persons were exceedingly in- 
dignant that Mr. ‘Carver, who during his year's 
residence in the town had ficured as a member 
of the best society, had joined the church, and 
had given other manifestations of soodness, 
should be rudely torn away from them. They 
appealed to the detective, but they appealed in 
vain, for the detective showed them a requisi- 
tion upon the Governor of Missouri from the 
Governor of New-York, and produced the Sher- 
iff of Otsego County. N. Y., who showed 
an indictment for forgery against Egbert 
M. Carver. The citizens were even then not 
satisfied and threatened to get out a writ of 
habeas corpus. Carver was placed in the ca- 
boose of the first freight train bound for St. 
Louis, but the friends uf the prisoner de- 
tained the train half an hour while tele- 
graphing to Hillsborough and other places for 
papers. An attorney, upon examining the 
papers in the hands of the officers, decided 
that Mr. Carver would have to go. It ap- 
ae that Carver has been wanted very 

adly in the Empire State for something 
like six or seven years, and that while 
he has traversed this country pretty. well, 
always under his real name, he has very 
adroitly eluded capture by the authorities 
following him. Six years ago or more 
he was Cashier of the bank at Oneonta, N. Y., 
and suddenly left, it being discovored that 
several parties had been swindled out of money 
by means of forged checks. Several indictments 
were found against him in various cases, the 
amounts of the forgeries rangin into 
the thousands. One party claimed that he 
had been swindled out of about $5,000. 
Shortly after Uarver’s disappearance fro.n One- 
onta he was heard of as a proprietor of a bank 
at Hicksville, Ohio. This bank’s affairs were 
wound up, and he was next heard from 
up in the Yellowstone country. Then 
again he figured as a leading banker 
at Garrett, Ind., and finally was located at De 
Soto. A requisition was issued for Carver’s ar- 
rest, and Sberiff Macready came out here with 
the papers, accompanied by M. L. Keyes, Cashier 
of the Oneonta Bank, who came to identify him. 
He was taken away to New-York by Sheriff 
Macready last night. 

Carver isa man of about 35 years, with dark 
beard and side whiskers. He seems to be very 
cool over his situation. When asked what he 
had to say he replied: ‘‘I have just this to 
say: That this is a scheme to get money out 
of me. I was caught on some security business 
there in New-York—some indorsed notes—and 
couldn’t pay them. I wrote to the authorities 
some time ago that I could not settle. 1 have 
committed no crime.” 

M. L. Keyes, Cashier of the Oneonta Bank, said 
that Carver had madea pretty heavy haul in 
that town -by means of forged entries in the 
books and general crookedness. It was, he said, 
a regular defalcation. He did not know the 
amount Carver had gotaway with. . 

The people here are indignant at the hasty ac- 
tion of the officers. Carver was not allowed 
time to lock the safe orthe bank door, and a 
friend walking by his side had to take the keys 
out of his pocket and secure the property of de- 
positors. E. H. Bradbury takes charge of the 
bank to-day. 


BALLOT BOX STUFFERS IN JAIL. 


MACKIN AND GALLAGHER, OF CHICAGO, TO 
GO TO PRISON FOR TWO YEARS. 

CuiIcaGco, March 12.—Joseph Chesterfield 
Mackin and William J. Gallagher, the two Dem- 
ocractic * fine workers” and ballot box stuffers, 
are now “ at home” to their friends in the Cook 
County Jail. An immense crowd was present in 
the United States District Court to-day to listen 
to the arguments for a new trial. The attorneys 


for the defense based their application solely on 
technical grounds, no serious grounds for a re- 
hearing being adduced. The new trial was de- 
nied by Judge Blodgett in a comparatively brief 
decision. Then a vigorous effort was made to 
save the. pets ot the ward from the 
disgrace of going to jail pending an application 
for a stay of proceedings, This,too, was unsuc- 
cessful, and the Judge sentenced Mackin and 
Gallagher to imprisonment in Joliet Penitentiary 
for the term of two years, the United States 
Marshal being allowed 10 daysin which to tuke 
them to the State Prison. During that time they 
will be guests of the Cook County Jail. An ap- 
plication will at once be made to Judge Gresham 
for a stay of proceedings, though it is not gen- 
erally believed that it will be of much avail. 
Mackin has so long been an important factor 
in city politics that the people doupnted 
that he would ever’ see the _ inside 
of the prisen walls. Even it he gets out to- 
morrow his night behind the bars will go far to- 
ward purifying Cook County politics. The 
effect can hardly be estimated outside of this 
city. Mackin is still a member in good standing 
of the State and City Democratic Central Com- 
mittees. Gallagher was also a committeeman un- 
til two days ago, when he resigned. Mackin has 
been on familiar terms with every prominent 
Democratic politician in the State of I)linois, 
and was a delegate to the National Convention, 
and is generaily credited with having effected 
the repeated successes of Mayor Carter H. Har- 
rison, of Chicago. Gleason, the Deputy County 
Clerk, who was also convicted, was not sen- 
pence’. and a special effort isto be made in his 
ehalf. 














MANY WORKMEN INJURED. 
MIDDLETOWN, Penn., March 10.—The 
boiler in the blacksmith’s shop of the American 
Tube and Iron Company’s mills exploded this 
afternoon, demolishing the entire building and 
injuring a number of the employes. The cause 
of the explosion isnot known. Melhorne, the 


engineer, is supposed to be fatally injured. He 
Says the glass gauge showed plenty of water 
in the boiler. Those injured pesides the 
engineer are Elmer Groff, face badly cut 
and lett eye knocked out; John 8S. Ken- 
dig, back scalded and hole in his head: 
John Eveler, injured in left side and rib broken; 
C. W. Frantz, badly burned and cut about the 
head; A. Sobn, right leg broken and mashed 
and badly scalded; Harry G. Miller, both legs in- 
jured, neck burned, and right arm sprained; 
Charles Mattes, shoulder blade broken and head 
cut; J. 8S. Cole, cut and bruised. Melhorne and 
Sohn had to be dug out of the ruins. Other em- 
ployes were slightly injured by flying bricks and 
portions of tne iron roof. The damage will 
reach $10,000, but is covered by insurance. 








WHALING ON THE MAINE COAST. 
Batu, Me., March 12.—A large number 
of people in Boothbay are kept busy in an 
industry which has been copied from the arctic 
regions. They are now at work cutting up the 


fourth whale which has been taken between 
Monhegan and SquirrelIslands. The whales are 
shot with a bomb or shell from a gun, the 
hunters firing from the deck of a steamer. 
Each whale produces from 40 to 50 barrels of 
oil, and the 6U0-ton carcase is made into fertilizer. 
Four whales have been towed in within three 
weeks, and five more are killed and lying on the 
bottom. Two of these are buoyed and anchored, 
50 that when they rise, which occurs in about 10 
days, they cannot float off. 





AN INDIANA VETERAN DEAD. 
VINCENNES, Ind., March 12.—John Van 
Kirk, one of the old settlers of this Section, died 
to-day, aged 91 years. Mr. Van Kirk was on 


guard during the Summer of 1812, a short 
time before the battle of Tippecanoe, at 
Gen. Harrison’s residence, when the treaty 
between Harrison and Tecumseh was made, 
and heard the row between Tecumseh and the 
Territorial Governor, in which the former used 
harsn language toward the latter, and which re- 
suited in Harrison summarily ordering Tecum- 
seh and his mob to leave the premises. Mr. Van 
Kirk died of paralysis of the heart. He was 
very wealthy, and leaves a widow and severai 
children. 








HOW WAS HE BURNED? 

MontTeeEaAL, March 12.—A man named 
Woochead was brought to the hospital to-night 
badly burned all overthe body. The men who 
brought him went away before they could 
be questioned, and Woodhead being insensible, 
nothing could be learned from him. His wife 
drove down shortly afterward and said a man 
had called to tell her of the accident, and would 
wait until she got back to tell her the full pur- 
ticuJars, but when she returned he had gone. 
The police are unable to get any particulars of 
the accident, if such it was. Itis probable that 
the man will die. 


YELLOW FEVER ON A MAN-OF-WAR. 

San Francisco, March 12.—The United 
States man-of-war Lackawanna arrived here to- 
day from Acapulco, She reported having had 12 
cases of yellow feveron board during the pas- 
sage, two of which proved fatal. The victims

ON THE VERGE OF CONFLICT 


NO IMPROVEMENT IN ANGLO-RUS- 
SIAN RELATIONS. 

AN ENGLISH. CABINET COUNCIL WHICH 
CAUSED GREAT EXCITEMENT—LITTLE 
HOPE THAT WAR CAN BE AVERTED. 

Lonpon, March 12.—The Cabinet met at 
noon to-day. The unusually early hour at which 
the Ministers convened at’ once attracted atten- 
tion, and reports guickly spread that a crisis was 
being considered. The interest in the meeting 
soon became geveral and intense. This was war- 
ranted by several incidents which preceded and 
attended the council. Immediately before the 
conference Col. George A. Maude, Equerry-in- 

Chief to the Queen, called upon Mr. Gladstone, 

and had a long interview with him. Among the 

rumors to which this gave rise was one to the 
effect that her Majesty had been advised that 
the Indian situation was grave and required vig- 
orous and decisive action, and that the Queen 
had rather urgently insisted on her Government 


doing something. This and similar stories at- 
tracted a large crowd to Downing-street, and 
before the Cabinet had been long: in session the 
Prime Minister’s official residence was sur- 
rounded bya large crowd. It is reported that 
the Ministers decided to address a serious repre- 
sentation to the Russian Government that if, 
through any Russian advance in Afghanistan, a 
conflict resulted with the Ameer’s troops, Kus- 
sia must accept the consequences, as Engiand is 
bound to guard Afghan territory. 

The Evening News states that it has learned 
that remonstrances from the highest quarters 
have been addressed to the Czar of Russia in the 
interest of peace, and have met with such a chill- 
ing response that slight hopes are now enter- 
tained that hostilities between England and Rus- 
sia can be averted. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon Mr. 
Gladstone, on being interrogated regarding the 
Russo-Afghan frontier ditliculty, said that En- 
giand’s relations with Russia, in consequence of 
the lJatter’s reported encroachment on Afghan 
territory, had not been improved during the past 
tew days. Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under 
Foreign Secretary, said that the Russians had 
not occupied Robat Pass. In response to con- 
tinued inguiries, the Under Secretary said it was 
not desirable on the part of the Government to 
make public any further information. 

The Right Hon. Robert Bourke, ex-Under 
Foreign Secretary, Conservative, asked the Gov- 
ernment how much longer England would be 
left without an Ambassador at Constantinople. 
Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice replied that Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton would proceed as Ambassador to 
Constantinople when the conditions of the pub- 
lic service would permit. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, the Conservative 
leader, asked whether or not the Government 
was able to say anything with regard to the Rus- 
sian advance in Afghanistan. sir Stafford, in 
propounding this question, took advantage of 
the occasion to refute the widespread impression 
that the Government had taken the unusual 
step of communicating with the Opposition 
leaders upon the Afghan occurrences. Mr. 
Gladstone said that he was unable to impart 
anything that would substantially improve the 
information already possessed pia the House. He 
could only assure the House that the Afghan 
question had the constant and unfailing atten- 
tion of the Government. 

Stocks opened very fiat, with a general de- 
cline. The market improved during the after- 
noon, owing partiy to the favorable return by 
the Bank of England, but relapsed somewhat at 
the finish, although the closing quotations were, 
as arule, above the lowest figures of the day. 
Russian securities declined 134. American and 
Canadian railway securities were steady, even 
strong., The fortnightly settlement was con- 
cluded satisfactorily, and no failures were re- 
ported. The Paris Bourse was agitated, but an 
improvement was shown at the close. In Berlin 
a gloomy feeling prevailed, Russian stocks suf- 
tering the most. In Vienna the market was 
weak, and there was a general decline in prices. 

Consols to-day touched 9634, the lowest price 
in six years, but recovered at the close of the 
market. Fewer seiling orders were received 
from Berlin. The war scare is abating. 

The relations between England and Russia are 
assuming to-night a more tavorable aspect? 
Baron De Staal basimparted to Earl Granville 
the contents of a dispatch from M. de 
Giers, the Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
in which it is stated that the Czar 
earnestly desires a speedy and peaceful solution 
of the existing difficulty. de Giers denies 
that the Russian outposts have been advanced 
beyond the limits claimed as thefrontier. It is 
reported that Baron de Staal informed Earl 
Granville that the movement of Russian 
troops toward Askabad was not ordered until 
the position on the frontier had become threat- 
ening. Autograph letters have been exchanged 
between Queen Victoria and Emperor William, 
and the latter is using his personal influence 
with the Czar to preserve peace. Prince Bis- 
marck remains passive aud has made no official 
whe rare to Russia. 

The Government has issued an order directing 
that all untrained soldiers shall forthwith be put 
through a complete musketry course. Three 
hundred recruits for the Guards proceeded from 
London to Aldershot to-day to receive instruc- 
tion in the use of the rifle. 

Lord Hartington, British Minister for War, 
to-day conferred with Lieut.-Gen. Sir Archibald 
Alison and other military authorities on Orien- 
tal affairs, including several Indian military of- 
ficials, concerning England’s condition for a, 
conflict in Asia, 

The Government has ordered the naval and 
military pensioners at Portsmouth Dockyard to 
be in readiness for a medical inspection. This is 
the first time such an inspection has been or- 
dered since the Crimean war. There is a report 
to the effect that the Channel fleet has been or- 
dered to proceed to the Mediterranean. 
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ANGLO-GERMAN RELATIONS. 

Lonpon, March 12.—When the grant for 
the diplomatic service came up for considera- 
tion in the House of Commons this evening, 
Mr. Gorst and other Conservatives criticised 
“the apparent. disposition of the Govern- 
ment to create ill-feeling against Germany.” 
Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under Fcereign 





Secretary, repudiated the intentions at- 
tributed to the Government, but admit- 
ted that there had been a _ passing 


cloud of misunderstanding with Germany, 
which, however, had happily been removed. 
Mr. Gladstone said he wished it distinct)y under- 
stood that Prince Bismarck’s dispatch of May 5 
had never been delivered to the English Gov- 
ernment. He regretted tnis because the dis- 
patch would have received ail the friendly atten- 
tion it well deserved. Mr. Gladstone declared 
that he would stand behind no man in the value 
he attached to the friendship of Germany. 
{Great cheering throughout the House.] e 
must say, however, that he was not prepared 
to admit that the friendship of any country in 
the world was now or ever had been necessary 
to enable England to maintain her position. He 
thought that where Germany's colonizing 
operations were bona fide and _ consistent 
with the rights of all parties, England, 
with due regards to the claims of her own 
colonists, ought to meet Germany in no grudg- 
ing spirit, andshould refrain from discussing the 
occupation of thisor that spot after the man- 
ner of hucksters, showing a _ disposition 
to grudge what we are unable to hold. 
1f Germany became a colonizing power he would 
only say godspeed to her. He hoped that 
she would become England’s partner and 
in the work of civilizing the 
This was the spirit in which he 
viewed the matter, and, regardless of 
this or that dispatch, Germany would have the 
best and heartiest wishes of the English Govern- 
ment and every encouragement which it was in 
their power to give. (Great cheering.) 


Beri, March 12.—The Official Gazette 
announces that the German and English Gov- 
ernnents have agreed to appoint a mixed com- 
mission, to assemble at Cape Town, for the pur- 

ose of adjudicating the claims of British sxb- 

ects in German territory between the mouth of 
the Orange River and Cape Frio and the claims 
of German subjects in British territory on Wal- 
fisch Bay and on the islands near Angra Pequefia. 


FENIANS ARRESTED IN PARIS. 
Paris, March 12.—It is reported here on 
fairly good authority that James Stephens and 
Eugene Davis, ex-Fenian leaders, have been ar- 
rested and ordered to leave the country. Stephens 
proposes to remain here. He claims that the 
authorities can show no act of his since he has 
had a domicile in Paris which has been inimical 

to the peace of France or any other country.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Paris, March 12.—The Socialists pro- 
test against the expulsion of Anarchists from 
France and against the orders to the police to 
arrest all Anarchists who return after expul- 
sion as illegal. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day the debate 
on the budget was concluded. All of the Sen- 
ate’s increased grants were rejected excepting 
the sum for the promotion of horse racing. The 
modifie ° budget was returned to the Senate and 
will be debated by that body on Monday. 

Lonpon, March 12.—Stephen J. Meany, 
who has been acting as assistant counsel for 
Cunningham and Burton, the alleged dyna- 
miters, sailed to-day for New-York. His object 
is to procure evidence with which to prove an 
alibi in the case of the accused men. 

In the House of Commons this evening Mr. 
Gorst, Conservative, cailed attention to a recent 
statement made by the Marquis of Lorne 
in the Nineteenth Century to the effect 
that England ought not to carry on negotia. 











tions with France regarding fishing rights in 
the waters of Newfoundland without consulting 
the Canadian Government, nor give France 
islands in the Pacific Ocean in lieu of fishing rights 
without consulting the Australian Government. 
The Hon. A. Evelyn Ashley, Under Secretary of 
the Colonial Department. replied that negotia- 
tions were still pending with France relating to 
the-Society Islands. These would not involvea 
cession of territory to France, but a possible 
waiving by England of certain rights, France 
making reciprocal concessions. Australia's in- 
terests would not be ignored. 


DUBLIN, March 12.—The United Ireland, 
Mr. Parnell’s Irish organ, says that if the leaders 
persist in forcing the Prince of Wales to so 
where he is not wanted his Royal Highness will 
have from the Irish people a reception as cool as 
ice and just as freezing. 

Ata meeting of the Loyalist members of the 
Municipal Council to-day it was resolved to pre- 
sent an address of welcome to the Prince and 
Princess of Wales on their arrival here, ex press- 
ing gratification at the visit, which, it will say, 
proves a desire to put an end to the neglect from 
which Ireland has so long suffered, and gives rise 
to the hope that it will be ohly the precursor of 
frequent royal visits. The address will also ex- 
press trust that a royal residence will be pro- 
vided in Ireland. 





RAILROAD STRIKERS STILL OUT. 





FRUITLESS EFFORTS OF THE COMPANIES TO 
MOVE FREIGHT. 

St. Louis, March 12.—The railroad com- 
panies have refused to negotiate with the strik- 
ers, and as a result nearly all freight trains on 
the Missouri Pacific and Wabash Roads are still 
atastandstill. At Sedalia this morning five at- 
tempts were made to move freight, and each 
time the strikers requested the engineers not to 
move their engines and the request was com- 
plied with, 

This morning Adjutant-General Jameson, 
who had arrived at Sedalia from Jefferson City; 
Chief of Police Barnett, officers, and railway 
officials visited Jean Wilson, Chief Engineer, at 
his place and gave orders to take two switch 
engines out for duty in the yards. The engines 


were taken out and Gen. Jameson boarded one 
of them. He cautioned the engineer to obey 


‘the orders of the company, or failing to 


do this he would be discharged and new 
engineers would take the places ot those in the 
city, and if the strikers should interfere the 
State militia would be called to protect the en- 
gineers. The General then inquired if threats 
or violence had been used by the strikers in their 
efiorts to prevent the running of trains, and was 
immediately answered in the negative. He then 
requested them to obey the orders of the com- 
pany’s Officers, when both engines were backed 
into the shops by the engineers, who refused to 
return to work. Chief Barnett has assigned 
special police to do duty in the yards, with or- 
ders to arrest any person using the least violence 
or threatening language or committing the 
most insignificant depredation. This morn- 


ing there were but four strikers—mem- 
bers of the committee—in each end of 
the Missouri Pacific yards. An attempt 


was made to take a train out, but when 
requested not todo so by the committee the 
train men immediately abandoned their attempt. 
At Hannibal, Mo., the situation is no better than 
at Sedalia. This morning Trainmaster Ritchie, 
of the Wabash arrived there from Springfield, 
Ill., with four enginesto move the 90 cars of 
Wabash freight that was held by the. strikers. 
At the Missouri, Kansas and Texas roundhouse 
they were met by a large body of strikers who, 
with an engine blocking the main track, refused 
to allow the Wabash engines to proceed to the 
Mi:souri, Kansas and Texas yards. Two of the 
leaders were arrested, when the strikers removed 
the engine and allowed the Wabash engines to 
proceed, but here a new difficulty presented 
itself. “he engineers, whoare in syinpathy with 
the strikers, refused to run their engines witn- 
out permission from the strikers. 

At Moberly, Mo., the strikers stand around on 
the corners and the freight trains lie idle in the 
yards. At Atchison, Kan., there are no dis- 
turbances as to passenger and mail trains. 
Freight trains are entirely abandoned, and hun- 
dreds of loaded cars are upon the side tracks 
and in the yards. The railroad officials as yet 
have made no attempt to move any freight. The 
clerks in the offices are idle, and some have been 
given a day off. The determination oa the part 
of the strikers is as strong as ever to accept 
no compromise that does not restore the 
scale ot prices in force’ before Oct. 1. 
1884, but following out the suggestions 
of the Governor and Railroad Commissioners, a 
committee will goto St. Louis to consult with 
Messrs. Hayes and Hoxie, provided similar com- 
mittees at Parsonsand Sedalia are appointed. The 
strikers will counsel no .change in the status of 
affairs, nor submit to any untila general agree-. 
ment at all points is reached. There is an im- 
pression, but upon what it is based is not known, 
that an amicable aajustment between the rail- 
roads and the strikers will be reached on the l4th 
inst. Meanwhile railroad property is perfectly 
safe, and there is no disturbance or prospect of 
any. Gov. Martin and the Railroad Commis- 
sioners are still here. 

In St. Louis it was only the Wabash shops men 
who struck, their complaint being against a re- 
duction which was in effect 10 per cent. of wages 
heretofore received. The strikers are still out, 
but their places in the shops have been filled by 
new men. The Wabash shops in St. Louis are 
small and unimportant. Less than 40 men are 
empioyed, and of these but four were skilled 
mechanics. At Centretown, Mo., where the St. 
Louis militia are in camp, there is no change. 
The situation remains unchanged to-day, al- 
though decisive results may be expected at any 
moment. The strikers still hold the freight at 
Sedalia, and the troops are kept here to be used 
only when absolutely necessary. From the best 
information obtainable here the Mayor of Se- 
dalia, the Sheriff of Petty County, the citizens’ 
committee of Sedalia, and the strikers all insist 
that thereis no necessity for troops, urge their 
return to St. Louis, and promise that there shail 
be no violence or disturbance. 

The Telegraphers’ Protective Union, of Dal- 
las, Texas, to-day sent the following to the strik- 
ing railroad men here: 

To the Strikers: 

Representing, as we do, not only the telegrapners of 
Texas, but of the entire United Stutes, we offer you 
our undivided support, morally and financially, in your 
gallant fight against monopoly, injustice, and statva- 
tion wages. Gould’s slaves of the wire extend sympa- 
thy and aid to Gould’s slaves of the rail. 

ATCHISON, Kan., March 12.—Vice-Presi- 
den Hoxie telegraphed to Gov. Martin to-day 
as follows: ** It the men will accept their pay to 
the date of their guilty work and will permit us 
to resume our traffic and occupy our property 
we will meet them and discuss and arrange 
wages with them for future employment onan 
intelligent and liberal basis.” 











SLUGGERS IN COLUMBUS. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, March 12.—The City 
Hall to-night was packed with spectators to 
witness the sparring match between Farrell, of 
Columbus, and Hammond, of England. Over 
100 members of the General Assembly were 
present. The contest was a four-round 
sparring match of three minutes each with 


a rest of one minute between each round. 
Farreli won the first round, and in the second 
the police had to separate the combatants. In 
the third round the spectators rushed upon the 
stage as Farrell forced Hammond against the 
wall. The police had to clear the stage, and 
Hammond then addressing Farrell, said ** Don’t 
strike; I give it up.”” Hammond was too weak 
for Farrell in the start, and was made addition- 
ally so by the yelling of the crowd. The contest 
was emphatically a slugging one from the start. 


RYAN ANXIOUS TO BACK DOWN. 
CuicaGco, March 12.—Representatives of 
Jack Burke and Paddy Ryan hada meeting to- 
day to arrange the preliminaries for the fight 


between those two sluggers. As usual Ryan 
seemed anxious to back down from his chal- 
lenge, and the belief that he is something of a 
coward has gained ground rapidly. Both sides 
agreed that the final stakeholder should be either 
Mike McDonald or Alderman Appleton. Burke’s 
men wanted to go to Montana while Ryan held 
out for a meeting in Chicago or vicinity, athing 
which is impossible. Rather hot words were ex- 
changed between the sluggers and the sporting 
gentry with them, but nothing was done and 
definite action was again postponed.

FRITZ ONCE MORE IN TROUBLE.

THE ACTOR ASSAULTS HIS SON—A DRAMATIC 
SCENE IN COURT. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Mareh 12.—Joseph K. 
Emmet has rarely acted a more touchingly 
pathetic and dramatic scene than the one in 
which he played the leading part in the court 
room this morning. The spree begun in West 
Virginia last week, culminated at his pictur- 
esque home on the Boulevard last evening, when 
he assaulted his son, because he had heard a re- 
port that the youth had secretly married a girl 
here. ln defending himself the boy struck the 
actor, cutting his face. and Mrs. Emmet. in 


alarm, summoned the police and kept her hus- 
band in custody of the authorities during the 
night. When called by Judge Clute this morn- 
ing to meet his family Emmet bore a slight re- 
setnblance to the handsome Fritz seen on 
the stage. The left side of his face 
from his forehead down was covered with 
congealed blood. His chin and upper lip 
have not been shaven for several days, and the 
neglect made his swoilen, bloated countenance 
look all the more unprepossessing. His attire 
was dirty and his curly hair was matted and dis- 
ordered. His entire appearance showed the 
etfects of his prolonged debauch. As he entered 
the door he saw his wife and son sitting with 
averted facesin the corner. Taking two steps 
he sank dramatically on his knees in front of 
them, and, clasping an arm about ech, ex- 
claimed, **Oh, my God, my wife and son, what 
have I done to you both whom I love so well?” 
Then he broke into a fit of sobbing, while his 
wife smoothed his hair with her hand and the 
son took his hand and each whispered words of 
encouragement. 

Emmet continued to:moan and bewail the sor- 
row he had caused, until the son rose and went 
to the other room. Emmet then took the vacat- 
ed seat, and clasping his wife with both arms, 
pressed her lovingly to him and kissed her on 
the brow. She did not shrink from him, but 
took his handkerchief, wiped the tears from his 
face, and in a low tone said that the steps that 
would be taken would be only for his own good. 
Every few moments Emmet would rock to and 
fro on the chair and utter between his sobs," Oh, 
my God, what have 1 done!"* Then he renewed 
his pleadings to be taken home. Finally there 
was another consultation between the three and 
Judge Clute. The actor called God to witness 
that he would never, never act so again, and the 
magistrate said it lay with his wife. If she was 
willing to trust him there was no objection. 
After a long conference and solemn promises on 
the part of Fritz that he would do no more 
violence and refrain from drinking the recon- 
ciled family drove off to their home. An officer 
accompanied them and will remain at tne villa 
until Emmet entirely recovers from the effects 
of hisspree. He — “it was the cold weather 
that drove me on this jamboree.” His son de- 
nies the story that he has been secretly married. 


SIX BALLOTS FOR SENATOR. 


NEITHER LOGAN NOR MORRISON ANY NEARER 
AN ELECTION, 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 12.—The joint 
convention to-day further illustrated the im- 
possibility of the Democrats ever electing Mor- 
rison, even though the one bolter gets into line. 
Morrison’s alleged two Republican reserves 
might have elected him to-day, but they were 
not apparently on hand. The only vacant seats 
were those of Representative Logan, deceased, 
on the Republican side, and Senator Bridges, 
Democrat, who is dying at hishome. On the 
first ballot Morrison and Logan each received 
99 votes. One of the _ two sensation- 
secking Republicans found a new candi- 
date in the porees of E. Nelson Blake, 
President of tne Chicago Board of Trade, while 
the other voted for Washburne. The two Dem- 
ocratic bolters voted for Ward and John C. 
Black respectively. The second ballot was the 
same, except that Speaker Haines did not vote, 
and therefore Morrison had only.

On the third ballot one of the Republican kick- 
ers came into line, making Lovan's vote 100 to 
98 for Morrison and leach for Washburne, Black, 
and Ward. On the fourth ballot the Speaker 
again voted, bringing Morrison’s total up to 99, 
the others remaining unchanged.

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VALUABLE COAL LANDS IN DISPUTE.

THE “CLEVELAND HERALD” GONE. 

CLEVELAND. Ohio, March 12.—The Herald, 
which has been running steadily for 66 years, 
was to-day formally transferred to its new 
owners, the Leader and Plain Dealer. Thelatter 
will soon issue a morning edition in the build- 
ing now occupied by the Herald, and in tone 
will be purely Democratic. The Leader will 
take the circulation of the Herald and will have 
undivided control of the Republican newspaper 
field of Northern Ohio. The struggle between 
the two papers has lasted through one genera- 
tion and has been long and bitter. It wasa 
question of the survival of the fittest, as the 
field would not support both.

DEMOCRATS FORGET THEIR ANTE. 
ELECTION PROMISES. 
FIGHTING A BILL THAT WOULD DISCLOSE 
THE BROOKLYN SHERIFF’S FAT FEES~ 
THE AQUEDUCT BILL VETOED. 
ALBANY, March 12.—There was an uproar 
against reform legislation in the Assembly to- 
day in which all the Democrats and a large num- 
ber of machine Republicans played an exceed- 
ingly offensive part. The measure which pro- 
voked such unseemly opposition from the lead- 
ers of the “ reform Democracy” on the floor, ag 
wellas from the unwashed rank and, file, was 
prepared by the Brooklyn Citizens’ League, 
and early in the session was introduced 
by Gen. Heath, (Republican,) of Brook-~ 
lyn. Its provisions are so plain and its re- 
quirements so just that they ought to 
have commended themselves to the Republican 
majority, if on no other than the ‘selfish ground 
of policy. The proceedings showed that a large 
number of country Republicans were enjoying 
their daily pap, and that even when awakened 
they were of littie more service than so many 
self-registering machines. The Heath measure 
requires the Sheriff of Kings County to keep an 
exact and detailed account, in books provided 
for the purpose, of the moneys actually received 
by him and his Under Sheriffs, his Deputies, 
and subordinates for services performed by 
them in their official capacity. The books are to 
show for whom the services were rendered and 
the amount received for the same. They are to 
be open to the inspection of citizens who have 
an interest in the subject. The Sheriff is com- 
pelled to make quarterly reports of his receipts 
to the County Treasurer. This is all that there 
is of the bill. The only expense which it can 


actually impose upon the Sheriff is the salary of 
a bookkeeper, for it is one of the traditions of 
the Sheriff’s office of that, county that no books 
are kept, and nobody but the Sherit? ever knows 
the enormous amount of his fees. 

The bill was on the order of third reading, and 
it was supposed there would be the same una- 
nimity upon it that there was over the two bills 
which had just passed making the offices of 
Register and County Clerk of Kings salaried. 
Mr. “Jimmy” Oliver wus early on his feet to 
oppose it, however, and he raised a whoop which 
brought the Democrats at once intoline. To 
the general surprise Mr. Church, Democrat, of 
Queens, followed in a lame argument against 
the bill. Mr. Cantor, of New-York, and Mr. 
Burnham, of Wayne, were other Democrats who 
maintained that the Democratic Sheriff of Kings 
— not be singled out for any such attention 
as this. 

Gen. Heath explained that nobody knew the 
amount of the Sheriff’s fees, and that a great 
many taxpayers believed that retrenchment 
could be effected in that as well asir other pub- 
lic offices. He read the letter of Candidate 
Charles B. Farley written when that gentleman 
was running for the office of Sheriff last Fall, 
The candidate wrote: “I beg to say that the 
platform of principles adopted by the Demo- 
cratic County Convention meets my hearty ap- 
proval, and should I be chosen Sheriff of this 
county I will faithfully carry out the principles 
therein embodied.” Both the Democratic 
and the Republican County Convention in 
their platforms pledged the two political parties 
to legislation in favor of requiring county offi- 
cers to keep accounts of their receipts and ex- 
penditures, to be open at all times to the inspec- 
tion of the public. : 

The diiference between the promises of a can- 
didate and his performances after be was elected 
was conspicuously illustrated to-day. Sheriff 
Farley came to Albany with his counsel, An- 
thony J. Barrett, to work against the bill. Mr.

Boston last month, at a meeting of the Prison 
Commissioners, a contract was signed with a 
shoe firm of that city for the labor of 150 con- 
viets, or one-half of those now in the Reform- 
atory Prison at Concord, to make various 


kinds of men’s heavy boots and shoes on 
iece work. The contract had to go 
efore the Governor and Council for ap- 
proval. It seems that the tendency of 


prison managers and of Legislatures is to take 
the next best thing to the contract system, and 
that is the piece-price plan, until sucha time 
as the contract system can be .re-established 
or some substitute is adopted. A further illus- 
tration of the Democratic pulicy wus afforded 
in the Senate to-day. The question of the em- 
ployment of prison labor came up momentarily 
on Mr. Lansing’s motion for the immediate con- 
sideration of the bill appropriating $500,000 for 
the purchase of materials, &c., to keep the 
prisoners inemployment.

THE ABUSE OF INJUNCTIONS. 

AtBany, March 12.—At a meeting of the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee this afternoon 
David Dudiey Field said he had sent to Assem- 
blyman Hubbell a draft of a bill of his own to 
prevent the abuse of injunctions. Mr. Field said 
that his bill aimed to prevent an injunction be- 
ing issued except in a case authorized by the 
code. At present the law is explicit, but it has 
been disregarded by some Judges, and in order 
‘to prevent its being disregarded hereafter he 
roposed a declaration of the code to that effect. 
e also proposed that when an injunction. is 
granted it must be upon such security for 
payment of damages to the party enjoined 








as would be sufficient for that purposé, and 
furthermore, that when a motion is made to va-~ 
zate an injunction, if it were not decided within 
18 hours, the injunction should stand vacated ac~ 
cording to the terms of themotion. His bill also 
provided that an injunction should not be grant- 
ad except in a case where the injury would ir- 
reparabie, that is, could not be compensated in 
damages. He read an article from the Central 
Law Journal, of St. Louis, by Judge Thompson, 
in which he denouneed the injunction against 
Mayor Edson as unwarranted in law and discred- 
itable to the judiciary of New-York. The com- 
mittee took no action on the bill. 


THE TROY POLICE BILL. 

ALBany, March 12.—A large delegation 
af citizens of Troy, composed of Democrats and 
Republicans, called on Goy.

FIRES FROM LOCOMOTIVES. 

Aupany, March 12.—In the Assembly 
this morning, in answer to Mr. S. S. Hawkins's 
resolution requesting their opinion on the As- 
sembly bill to establish the responsibility of 
railroad corporations for damages by fire com- 
municated from their locomotives, the Railroad 


isffioners reported that under the 
 reow ae of the courts railroad companies 
are not responsible for damages by fire 
unless they are shown to be guilty 
of megligence. A statute similar to the 





is commended as being in acco with sound 
public Polley. Under the Massachusetts acta 
railroad is liable whether fire be communicated 
directly or indirectly from a locomotive, and 
the Commissioners suggest the insertion in the 
proposed act of the words “directly or indirectly” 
after the word *“*communicated.” A provision 
giving railroads an insurable interest in prop- 
erty is deemed ample protection to them against 
disastrous results. In view of the fact that such 
a law has been tested for 45 years in Massachu- 
setts and has worked well, it cannot be regarded 
as unduly onerous. It would tend to make rail- 
roads more careful about setting fires and more 
active in aiding to extinguish them. The board 
is therefore of the opinion that the proposed act 
is wise and just.

WORRYING THE SUAKINGARRISON 
BY NIGHT ATTACKS. 
SKIRMISHES WHICH PROVED FATAL ON 

BOTH SIDES—MR. STANLEY’S PLAN FOR 


GOVERNING THE SOUDAN. 


SvuAKIN, March 12.—El] Mahdi’s men last 
night attaked the ordnance inclosure of the gar- 
rison and killed two sentries belonging to the 
Berkshire Regiment, and wounded three others. 
During this engagement in the dark one of the 
attacking party was kitled and several were 
wounded. During the night the hostile Arabs 
also surprised the Shropshire infantry regiment’s 
patrol], killing one man and wounding one. One 
man belonging to this patrol is missing since last 
night’s engagement. 

When the attack was made upon the ordnance 
enolosure of the gartison by El Mahdi’s men 
last night the rébels, in answer to the challenge 
of the pickets, replied * Friends.”” They then 
swarmed into the zereba, Overpowered the 
pickets, and attacked the guards, but hearing 
men landing from the gunboat Condor. they de- 
camped, carrying off with them all their dead 
and wounded except the body of their leader 
Abdul, who was Osman Digma’s standard bearer. 
Six of the British guards were killed and seven 
others were wounded. 

The firing upon the works by the rebels has 
lasted continuously for 24 hours, and this even- 
ing is quite heavy. The Sikh regiments and the 
East Surreys return the fire briskly at intervals. 
Several of the garrison have been killed. At 
midnight the bugles were sounding a ceneral 


alarm,

KortT1, March 12.~—The Royal Irish Regi- 
ment has arrived here from Gakdul Wells.

The Guards have gone to Dongola. Forty-six 
of the Canadian voyageurs, whose terms of 
service have expired, started to-day for England. 


VARNA, March 12.—The Turkish author- 
itiesin the Arabian Province of Hedjaz have 
seized several hundred placards which had been 
distributed by emissaries of El Mahdi at Jeddah, 
Dokah Lith, and other seaport towns opposite 
the Soudan. The placards order the * faithtul” 
to organize and expel the Turks from Arabia, 
promising that the Prophet will soon arrive at 
Jeddah and will lead his hosts to Mecca, where 
there will be displays in the sky such as will 
leave no doubt of his identity. The placards 
have caused an incipient rebellion in the seaport 
towns of Hedjaz, and the Turkish Governor is 
doing bis best to suppress the revolt. 


Loypox, March 12.—The Government 

has ordered the contractors to hasten the con- 
struction of the Suakin-Berber Railway. Two 
hundred additional navvies have been sent to 
work upon the road. 
_ The Earl of Morley, Under Secretary of War, 
in the House of Lords this afternoon, replying 
to the Earl of Galloway, Conservative, and Cap- 
tain in the Horse Guards, said he thought that a 
vote of thanks just now to Gen. Wolseley and 
his army for the work accomplished in the 
Khartoum expedition would be somewhat pre- 
mature, 

Sir Henry Whatley Tyler, Conservative, mem- 
ber for Harwich, announced, in the House of 
Commons this evening, that he had received 
a dispatch stating that Kassala had fallen into 
the hands of El Mahdi, »and asked the Govern- 
ment if that news was true. Lord Edmund 
Fitzmaurice replied that he knew nothing ahout 
Kassalg having falien. 

In reply to complaints against the Govern- 
ment for giving to an American firm a contract 
for furnishing pumps for the Suakin- Berber 
Railway, Mr. Henry Robert Brand, the Sur- 
veyor-General of Ordnance, announced that 
fresh tenders for furnishing pumps would soon 
be invited. He said he would be greatly sur- 
prised if English makers would undertake to 
work as quickly ss the American firm had. 

Henry M. Stanley has written a letter to the 
Times for the purpose of ee the appar- 
ent inconsistency in Gen. Gordon’s statements 
about the Soudan. Mr. Stanley thinks that 
when Gen. Gordon said that the “* Soudan was a 
useless possession,” and that “for anybody to 
reconquer it and hand it over to Egypt would 
be an iniquity,” he meant to refer to the pres- 
ent condition of that country. Gen. Gordon's 
real opinion, Mr. Stanley says, which was often 
expressed, was that attempts at permanent oc- 
cupation would be useless until a railway had 
been constructed connecting Suakin with the 
Nile. The government of the Soudan would 
then become much easier. Mr. Stanley expresses 
his belief in the soundness of this opinion and 
says: “If you want to make something 
of the Soudan, give the people of that 
country a chance to_ rest. Stop taxa- 
tion, stop the couroash. Garrison Suakin, 
Berber, and Khartoum with a few Sikhs, As- 
sist the principal sheiks with money for trading 
purposes and take all other measures practicable 
to foster the growth of trade. Tax exports at 
Suakin andat noother point. Give a trial of 
five years to this policy, and then if no English 
genius risesto rulethe Soudan with the white 
wand of peace. remove the railway and begone 
out of thé country, retaining possession only of 
Suakin and Assouan.” Mr. Stanley thinks that 
Gen. Gordon’s latest complaints were the nat- 
ural result of brooding over the vastness of the 
task before him and of his utter isolation and 
ill-health. 

Gen. Gordon’s diary is written on Egyptian 
telegraph blanks. Tbe pages are sewed together 
with twine, and every page is illuminated with 
pictures, fantastic and serious. Gordon’s let- 
ters indicate that His diary was written for the 
use of the Government. It is desired that the 
Government should edit this diary and publish 
fac similes of it assoonas allot it has reached 
London. The diary, asleft by Gordon, is in six 
volumes. 


CAIRO, March 12.—The French, German, 
and Russian diplomatic agents in Egypt have 
been summoned to Paris to attend the Suez Ca- 
nal conference of the powers.

THE CHINESE AGAIN DEFEATED. 
Paris, March 12.—Admiral Lespes telé- 
graphs from Kee-Lung,under date of the 8th inst., 
that Col. Duchesne, at the heaa of 1,309 French 
troops, began on the 4th inst. an attack on the 
Chinese who were stationed along the hilly 


cotintry bordering on the road to Tomsai. He 
succeeded in driving the Chinese from ail these 
positions and cleared them trom the line of the 
road, inflicting upon them heavy lossesand capt- 
uring from them many rifies and fiags. The 
conduct of tue French soldiers during this series 
of difficult engagements is described as admira- 
ble. The loss of the Chinese in their defense of 
the positions around Kee-Lung was about 1,200. 
The French troops captured two cannon and an 
enormous amount of military stores at Kee- 
Lung. 

Further advices from Gen. Briere de l'Isle in 
relation to the Chinese defeat at Thuyenquan 
state that the Chinese troops numbered at least 
20,000. They retired over wooded ground in the

YNAMITE SHELLS. 
ANOTHER SUCCESSFUL TEST ON THE BANKS 
OF THE POTOMAC. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The seeond in 
the series of dynamite projectile trials under the 
auspices of the Senate Military Committee took 
place to-day on the banks of the Potomac, about 
half way between Georgetown and Uhain 
Bridge. This change of proving ground 
was due to the refusal of the District 
authorities to permit any further trials 
within the corporation limits on account 
of tne destructive concussions which were 
among the results of the preliminary trial on 
Monday at the navy yard. Four shots were 
fired to-day with 6-inch shells, carrying 1l-pound 
bursting charges of nitro-gelatine, which con- 
tains about 95 per cent. of pure nitro-glycerine. 


The range was 1,000 yards, and the target was a 
perpendicular ledge ot solid trap rock, on the 
south bank of the river. The first shell struck 
near the eastern margin of the ledge and explod- 
ed, shattering the face of the rock for about 30 
feet. and carrying away several tons of débris 
which was hurled hundreds of yards up and 
Gown the stream. She second shell struck nearly 
in the centre of the Jedge. It opened a cavity in 
the face of the ledge about 25:-feetin diameter, 
and excavated a pit or crater about six feet 

eep. Some of the fragments of rock from this 
explosion were hurled half a mile, one piece, 
weighing nearly 12 pounds, being thrown across 
the canal and loéging near a farm house adjoin- 
ing the Georgetown Resevoir. The other shots 
were similar in their effect. 

Notwithstanding the drizzling rain quite a 
crowd of people assembled to view the trial 
among whom, in addition to several officers of 
the army and navy, were the military and naval 
attachés of the German, French, and Italian le- 
gations, and the Russian Minister in person. The 
trial was regarded asa success in every respect 
and as a conclusive proot of the destructive 
power of the 6-inch shells. The next test in the 
series will be made in a few days with 8-inch 
shelis, carrying 35-pound charges of nitro-gela- 
tine. [tis possible that, in view of the effects 
ot the 6-inch shells, carrying only 11-pound 
chargés, the local authorities may refuse per- 
mission to fire 85-pound charges anywhere in the 
neighborhood. In that event the next trial will 
have to be made at Fortress Monroe or Sandy 
Hook. The members of the foreign legations 
present manifested great interest in the trial, 
particularly the Russian Minister and the Ger- 
man military attaché, who took notes of the 
proceedings. Some idea of the power of the 
explosive used may be_ gathered from 
the fact that, though the shells struck 
squarely against the face of a solid ledge 
ot rock 100 feet wide and 60 feet high 
and oreo by their own impact, tons of rock 
were blasted out at each discharge, and not only 
removed but broken into smali fragments and 
hurled in all directions for half a mile. Some of 
the military and naval experts present ex ressed 
the opinion that any one of the shells fired to- 
day would have completely wrecked any un- 
armored ship afloat, and seriously damaged the 
strongest ironclad. The safety of the system of 
firing seems to be assured by the two trials that 
have been made, the shell leaving the gun in 
every instatice as safely as an ordinary powder- 
charged shell. ‘ 
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OLD FAMILY SILVER. 








INTERESTING DISCOVERY IN THE 
OF A HARTFORD BANK. 

A Washington lawyer arrived in Hart- 
ford, Conn., a few days ago, searching for evi- 
dence in a cértain Chaffee claim under the 
French Spoliation bill which he believed could 
be found among certain papers in the Hartford 
bank. President Bolter, of the bank, assured 
him that there was nothing of the sort there, 
but the attorney was persistent, and at last to 
satisfy him Mr. Bolter told him that he might 
search a certain trunk which had been lying ina 
corner of the vault for a great many years. On 
opening the trunk the papers were not found, 
but in their stead was a rich collection of silver- 
ware. The Cashier recollected having heard 
years ago of a lot of silverware having been lost 
by the Brinley family. Investigation showed 
that the silverware was their long-lost treasure. 
President Bolter wrote to Mr. George P. Brin- 
ley, of Newington, and that gentleman visited 
the bank and established the right tu the silver. 

The Courant says: ‘The silver, as now re- 
vealed by an accident, was in a rough, iron- 
bound, double-locked box, which, itis suggested, 
may have been Wadsworth’s camp chest or may 
have been some army ammunition box. Col. 
Wadsworth was Commissary-General of the 
Revolutionary Army, succeeding ‘ Brother Jona- 
than’ Trumbull in the office. He held it until 
the action of a Congress about as fractious and 
obstinate as the average of to-day led him to 
giveitup. Shortiy after he resigned the French 
army under Rochambeau arrived. They secured 
Co). Wadsworth as their Commissary, and he 
served in that capacity until the end of the war. 
Then he sailed for Paris and collected his pay in 
full from the Government.

Some were his camp service; some were 
Mrs. Gen. Terry’s (his daugpbter’s) wedding gift. 
One handsome saiver has been handed down in 
the family from Godfrey Malbone, of Newport, 
to Elizabeth Hutchinson, his daughter, who died 
in 1756, and so on to the first born in the family 
until it became the property of Mr. George 
Briniey, Jr., to whom all the silver now found 
belonged. 
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WILDCAT OATTLE COMPANIES. 
From the St. Paul (Minn.) Globe, March 9. 
The Northwestern Trades Gazette thinks 
that it is high time the public was warned 
against investing money in the stock or bonds 


of cattle companies. There is a sort of cattle 
raising craze spreading over the country, and 
the impression has gone out that the sure road 
to wealth is to buy cattle and turn them on the 
plains to shift for themselves. The excitement 
created by the cattle craze bas given an oppor- 
tunity to speculators to form stock companies 
for the alleged purpose of raising cattle. Cun- 
ningly devised tables showing the increase in 10 
years from 10, or 50, or 100 cows have been cir- 
culated widely in pamphlets, in newspapers, and 
in magazines. o read one of these circu- 
lars a guileless person would think that 
the cattle roamed all Winter through Florida 
orange groves, and that such a thing as a 
blizzard, freezing cattle to death, never 
swept over the plains. The 7rades Gazette says 
that many of the companies offering their bonds 
forsale inthe East are nota whit more reliable 
than the wildeat mining companies of Colorado. 
A Chicago gentieman, who has probably been 
experimenting with one of these wildcat cattle 
companies, is quoted es saying: “I know of no 
business on earth that the managers can as abso- 
lutely clean out as they can a cattle company. 
A property worth a million dollars can be stolen 
and nothing left. When a railroadis wrecked 
the iron, cars, locomotives, and buildiogs, 
though mortgaged, remain. A bankrupt mining 
company can show a hole in the ground for 
money expended. Buta cattle company can be 
cleaned out so thoroughly that there will not re- 
main property to the value of acaif’s tail on 
the ranch. The bonds and stocks of cattle grow- 
ing companies that are offered for sale on the 
market are mighty good things to keep out of.”’

PROTEST AGAINST CHICAGO DOM-

THE PRESIDENT OF THE CLEVELAND, co- 
LUMBUS, CINCINNATI AND INDIANAPOLIS 
ON THE ROAD’S CONDITION. 
OLEVELAND, Ohio, March [2.—At the re- 
cent annual meeting of the Cleveland, Colum-~ 
bus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Road, President 
Devereux read his annual report, but no figures 
or details were then given. The gross earnings 
and expenses are now made public as follows:

In commenting on these figures, President 
Devereux says: ‘The year has been marked by 
great and general depression in all grades of 
manufacturing and agricultural industry, and 
the mining business of the country, as related to 
this line, has from various causes been weakened 
and reduced in amount of transportation con- 
siderably below the average yearly movement. 
Increased business and improved facilities for 
transportation count nothing to a railway’s 
prosperity, however 3 pu gg f and watchfuily 
its affairs be conducted, so long as-~rates of 
transportation continue to be steadily and per- 
sistently cut and reduced, falling far below 
any figure that could be considered as re- 
munerative or yielding even the cost o 
service. I'rom the location and surroundings of 
this railway all its rates aro necessarily competi- 
tive rates, and are changed pari passu by com- 
petition. Chicago, with the controlling power 
by rail and water, determines seaboard tariff 
rates not for the Northwest only but for the 
Southwest and interior. Thus, through the 
heart of Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, transporta- 
tion rates are made under Chicago domination. 
When and so long as the unusual ditficulties 
ot the past year obtain there can be 
no expectation of re-establishin an as- 
sured earning power of the railway, nor 
until vested capitai, duly restricted and held 
amenable to law, shall also be protected by law. 
The bonded debt of the company has been in- 
creased during the year by $1,521,000, and now 
stands at $8,816,000. The cause for this increase, 
for the purposes of securing this company’s 
ownership and eee of the lines between 
Indianapolis and . Louis and bringing the 
same into standard condition for operating, has 
been fully explained in the preceding annual re- 
port. This work, which had been deliberately 
entered upon during the Summer of 1882, is now 
substantially ended.”

ABANDONING A LEASE, 

THE CHANGED PLANS OF THE INDIANA, 
BLOOMINGTON AND WESTERN. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 12.—The intention 
of the Indiana, Bloomington and Western Road 
to abandon its 50-year lease of the Indianapolis, 
Decaturand Springfield Line, as rumored for 
several weoks, was officially confirmed to-day. 
The lease was made three years ago, the Indiana, 
Bloomington and Western gusranteeing $200,000 
rental per annum. The leased line, it is claimed, 
has been operated ata loss of nearly $60,000 per 
year to the lessee. the revenue derived being 
barely enough to pay operating expenses. Mr. 
Maxwell, a heavy bondholder; J. B. Campbell, 
General Solicitor of the Indiana, Bloom- 
ington and Western: President Hammond, 
J. D. Probst, one of the —bondhold- 
ers; and T. 3B. Atkins, Secretary of 
the Indianapolis, Decatur and Springfield Com- 
pany, are in the city for the purpose of arrang- 
ing details under which the Indianapolis, De- 
catur and Springfield is to be transferred to the 
second mortgage bondhoiders, who are manag- 
ing the property. Mr. Hammond and a party 
this morning went out over the road to inspect 
the property, it being one of the conditions of 
the lease that the lessor should receive the road 
and equipment in as good condition as when the 
transfer was made to the Indiana, Bloomington 
and Western. They will return to-night for the 
consummation of the matter in hand. 

Mr. Campbell, when interrogated with refer- 
ence to the lease, said: ‘** The Directors of the 
two properties have been negotiating for some 
months and have arrived atan amicable agree- 
ment, under which the Indianapolis, Decatur 
and Springfield will be turned over to its own- 
ers. The details of the transfer are yet to be 
arranged, but the surrender of the lease 
has already been assented to. It is a bona 
fide transfer of the property to the owners, 
who will themselves operate the road. There will 

robably be some trafiic agreement between the 

wo roads, but this is a matter for after consid- 
eration. Both parties to the arreement see that 
it is an unfair one, and its abrogation was there- 
fore amicably agreed upon. Both roads under- 
stood at the time the lease was made that the In- 
dianapolis, Decatur and Springfield was to be 
extended to St. Louis, and we secured it for the 
purpose of obtaining a through line to that city. 
But times changed; money was hard to get, and 
the proposed extension was necessarily aban- 
doned for the time being. Now we havo an- 
other plan of reaching St. Louis. The In- 
diana, Bloomington and Western’ hopes 
to bid in the Toledo, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
narrow gauge, or the western portion of it, and 
‘if this is done by making it a standard gauge 
west trom Veedersburg on our Peoria Division 
we willhave a good route to St. Louis, and it 
becomes no longer an object to control the In- 
dianapolis, Decatur and Springfield. If we se- 
cure the Toledo, Cincinnati and St. Louis, of 
course there will be no necessity for us to build 
anextension; if we donot obtain the narrow 
gauge we can atterward make arrangements for 
the extension of the Indianapolis, Decatur and 
Springfield, or we can build into St. Louis from 
our Peoria Division.” 

The Indianapolis, Decatur and Springfield is 
to take possession of its property at once, oras 
soon as the details of the arrangement can be 
perfected. There will be general rejoicing over 
the transfer of the property, as it will be made a 
local road, and its business wil! be worked more 
to the advantage of the city. The Indiana, 
Bloomington and Western has been obliged to 
cut down the expense of operating to that de- 
gree that the accommodations of its patrons 
have been largely curtailed. The Indiana, 
Bloomington and Western has paid its rental up 
to January, and it will promptly meet the 
amount due for the months of January, Febru- 
ary, and part of March.

AN ECLIPSE OF T. E SUN ON MONDAY. 

The largest solar eclipse that has been 
visible in this neighborhood since 1869 will occur 
on Monday next, March 16. George W. Coakley, 
Professor of Astronomy of the University of 
the City of New-York, says that a little more 
than the upper half of the sun’s diameter will be 
covered by the moon at the moment of greatest 
obscuration in this city. Below are given the 
railroad standard times of the beginning and end 
of the eclipse for various places in the United 
States, according to Prof. Coakley’s computa- 
tion. For comparison the predictions of the 
Science Weekly Aimanac are also given. It will 
be seen that they differ from Prof. Coakley’s 
redictions by from 1 to 9 minutes of time. 

ut, since noticing this discrepancy, the Pro- 
fessor has recomputed all his results, exvept 
those for Philadelphia and Baitimore, which lie 
closely between those of New-York and Wash- 
ington, and bas found no error of asingle min- 
ute in his former results, They are therefore 
given with confidence that they will be found 
correct to the nearest minute. Eclipses are 
often prostened to seconds of time for a given 
place, but the seconds cannot be relied on, be- 
cause of the uncertainty of the moon’s right 
ascension in the lunar tables, and even in some 
degree of that 6f the sun also in the solar tables.

DISHONEST BROKERS TO BE PUNISHED. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 12.—William T. 
Ladner, of the broken firm of Ladner Brothers, 
looked pale and worried as he took a seat in the 
Quarter Sessions Court to-day, and waited to 
learn the result of the charges of larceny and 
embezzlement against him and his brother, 
Louis J. Ladner, that were tried yesterday. 
Louis, dark complexioned and robust, shared 


his resting. The verdict, sealed in a big envel- 
ope on Wednesday afternoon by the jury 
in the case of Adolph Schmaltz, who 


charged the brokers with larceny, larceny as 
bailee, and embezzlement of a one-thousand- 
dollar Union and Titusville 7 per cent. mort= 
tuge bond, was handed up to the court. The 
Drisoners and their counsel, and the crowd of 
sj\ectators near the bar, watched the Judge with 
the intensest interest as, with two clips of his 
shears, he cut the envelope and drew out the 
folded paper containing the verdict. The ver- 
dict read that the brokers were not guilty of 
simple larceny or embezzlement, but were guilty 
of jarceny as bailees. It was enough to make 
imprisonment certain. The brokers paled foran 
instant and closed their lips painfully tight. 
The verdict was recorded, and the jury sat dcwn 
again. Then the jury in the case charging the 
brokers with the larceny of $533 left with them 
by officers of Guttenburg Lodge, No. 74, for in- 
vestment came in, and returned a verdict of 
not guilty. Then they were tried on still an- 
other chargeand acquitted. The Ladners were 
prominent bankers and brokers, and had a large 
clientage among citizens of German extraction. 
Many itamulies lost their all through the Lad- 
ners’s failure. A motion for bail was denied, 
and the brotbers were committed to prison. 








THE JOURNEYMEN TAILORS WIN. 

The merchant tailors who do business 
mainly in Fifth-avenue and its neighborhood 
have'for some time been trying to reduce the 
wages of their men from § to 10 per cent. Their 
association accordingly sent a communication 
to the Journeymen Tailors’ Union asking the 
latter to appoint a conference committee to 
confer with the employers with a view of ef- 


fecting such a reduction in wages as would be 
acceptable to both employers and employed. 
In theshop of Vredenburg & Brooks the men, 
who had been told that they must accept a re- 
duction, struck at once, and the workmen in 
another fashionable shop did the same. Con- 
sequently when the employers’ communication 
reached the union the latter was not in a good 
mood. Itsimply refused to appoint a commit- 
tee, and passed a resolution that no reduction 
would be accepted, and if the emplovers should 
refuse to pay the old rates the men would strike. 
The Merchant Tailors’ Association held a meet- 
ing last evening at the Brunswick Hotel to dis- 
cuss the situation. The members generally com- 
plained that the workmen had acted unfairly in 
refusing to accept a reduction and to appoint a 
conference committee, especially as the men 
eharged them twice as much for work as they 
did Sixth and Highth avenue tailors. It was 
true, however, that they were skillful cutters. 
There was arevival of business, and orders were 
pouring in at the rate of $400 to a day, and 
a strike or lock-out would annoy their custom- 
ers After a long discussion they decided to con- 
tinue to pay the old rates.

A WAR REMINISCENCE. 





GEN, ALVIN P. HOVEY RELATES AN EXPER: 
ENCE WITH GRANT AT VICKSBURG. 
From the Indianapolis Journal, March 8. 

“‘ Have you heard anything to-day about 
Grant’s condition?” inquired Gen. Alvin P, 
Hovey, who is in the city fora day or two. He 
was told there was nothing. ‘* Well,” continued 
the General, his voice thickening as he spoke, 
**the old hero is not afraid of death. I touched 
Grant many times during the war. I thought 
then he was something of a fatalist. Now, at 
Vicksburg—but I mustn't get started in on # 
war story.” 

The reporter encouraged him to proceed. 

“About the last of June or the Ist of July, 
1863, the different divisions of our army got very 
hear to the fortifications of Vicksburg by sub- 
terranean approaches to their works. It wai 
customary for the commanding officers of di- 
visions to visit their works every day, while 
thoir headquarters were securely placed in some 
ravine near by. On my front it was necessary t¢ 
pass through a narrow way or valley which had 
shrubbery on each side. This open place was 
25 or 80 yards wide, and in full view of the 
enemy. Nobody could pass this space without 


a salute from the rebels. I never went over 
without putting spurs to my horse and hug- 
ging his neck as closely as possibile. One morn- 
ing early Gen. Grant called at my headquarters 
and asked mé to show him the condition of the 
works in my front. When we came to the edge 
of the open space I said: ‘General, when 1 pass 
over this open space the enemy always salutes 
me, and I dash the borse across at full speed.’ 

* He replied with his characteristic terse calm- 
ness, ‘They can’t hurt me,’ and deliberately 
walked his horse over. I walked over also, as I 
was constrained to do, and we received a rattlin 
salute from the enemy. The bullets whist! 
around with more familiarity than was agree: 
able to me, but Grant smoked as composedly af 
though on dress parade. . 

“The breastworks of the division I command: 
ed then reached within less than 200 yards of the 
enemies’ ramparts. We had mined almost ta 
their lines, and they had run countermines on 
their side to ours. e were so close to the ene- 
my that the soldiers would often place their hats 
on the point of a bayonet and raise them above 
our breastworks to receive a shower of bullets. 
Arriving at this point, Grant took his field glass 
and raised his head and breast above the level of 
the fortifications. I begged him not to do so. 
That he was not shot was almost a miracle. I 
afterward remonstrated with him on thus ex- 
posing himself, telling him the loss to the coun- 
try would be irreparable should he fall. As I 
remarked before, he seemed impressed with that 
thing called destiny, and carelessly said, ‘On, 
they can’t hurt me.’ 

** By the way, I think I can tell you somethin 
about Grant on another occasion. The battle o 
Champion Hills was one of the bloodiest of the 
war. The division I commanded belonged to 
McClernand’s corps. By a delay caused by my 
division being ordered to make a feint on the 
enemy’s lines near Baker’s Creek, while the main 
army bg coor round the west flank of the enemy 
toward Bolton Station, my division became de- 
tached from the main corps, to which it be- 
longed. We first came in sight of the enemy 
near what is now cailed Champion Hills. At that 
time my division was on the extreme right—the 
main body of McClernand’s corpsibeing some 
two or three miles to the left. soon as the 
enemy was perceived scouts were sent out to as- 
certain as far as possible his real condition. Gen, 
James R. Slack commanded one brigade in my 
division and Gen, George F. McGinnis the other. 
Here we waited some 80 or 40 minutes with 
the enemy’s cannons on the hill in full 
view. Gen. Grant rode up and I pointed 
out to him the enemy's position. His 
headquarters were at Champion’s bouse, I 
asked him if I should advance. He said, ‘Not 
yet; wait till McPherson comes up on your right 
and takes position to support you.’ Gen. Mc- 
Pherson’s and Gen. John A. Logan’s forces soon 
arrived, and as soon as they got in position I 


again asked Gen. Grant if I should make 
the attack, to which he laconically 
answered, ‘ Yes.’ Slack’s brigade bore off 


to the left, and McGinnis’s to the right 
McGinnis struck the battery full, but Slack di.‘ 
verged a little to the left. [t was a close hand- 
to-hand fight between McGinnis’s boys and the 
rebels over the battery and the guns were ours 
Both brigades then advanced to a second bat. 
tery, perhaps a quarter of a mile in the rear oi 
the one we had captured, and after a fierce fight 
took that also. But the enemy, reinforced, re- 
turned in great numbers and drove us back ta 
the location of the first battery. We made 4 
second charge and thesecond battery was again 
taken. Again with overwhelming force the 
enemy pressed my force back down from 
the brow of the hill beyond the first bat- 
tery, This was a critical moment. My men 
were fighting stubbornly, but against almost 
overpowering odds. if the centre had been broken 
our army would have been divided into twa 
parts. There were 28 pieces of artillery under 
my command, and again being reinforced 1 
placed these 28 pieces on a mound in a grave- 
yard, and with shot, shell, and canister poured 
an enfilading fire into the advancing hosts. The 
place was well timbered and thick with under- 
brush, but it was mowed almost as with a 

cythe. They couldn’t stand that fire and swung 
back. Logan came in on the right and took 
several thousand prisoners. The enemy gave 
way, and Loring’s force broke off from the rebel 
line and rushed back to Jackson. This was, as1 
said before, the bloodiest fight of the whole cam- 
paign. Gen. Slack is dead; Gen. George F. McGin- 
nis, as you know, still lives hereinthiscity. Mc- 
Ginnis was a magnificent soldier and a fine drill 
master. Ican shut my eyes now and see Me 
Ginnis’s bead sticking up above the brigade like 
a tall turkey cock. At Champion Hills my com- 
mand lost in killed and wounded nearly 1,600 
men, besides 500 more of those who were sent to 
our assistance. 

““Grant’s headquarters were at Champion's 
house. As the battle began, anegro boy was sent 
to the well for water. It was an old-fashioned 
well withasweep. Justas he was about tolower 
the bucket, a cannon ball came along and took 
off the poor fellow’s head. It was the first-dis- 
charge of cannon in the fight.” 








LOSSES BY FIRE. 





A fire broke in the broom factory of 
Fable & Singer, at Stroudsburg, Penn., at 2 
o'clock yesterday morning. The building was 
entirely destroyed. The Burnett House, which 
is a popular Summer resort, owned by Henry 
Fulmer, of Easton, also caught fire, and was 
greatly damaged. Edward Caven, a fireman, 
was killed by the falling in of part of the Bur- 
nett House stable, which was also destroyed. 
The loss will be heavy. 


A two-story wooden block in Framing- 
ham, Mass., owned by C. C. Esty and the heirs of 
A. R. Esty, was destroyed by_fire yesterday 
morning, with its contents. The loss on the 
builaing. is $4,500; insured for $3,000. The sey- 
eral occupants of the building lost, on their 
stocks of goods, $4,500, on which there is $2,100 
insurance. 


Fire was discovered about 8:30 o’clock 
last evening in the bonded warehouse of Lediard 
Co., No. 46 Stone-street. It was quickly sub- 
dued, but not before it had damaged a lot of 
cases of Florida water on the third and fourth 
floors. Damage to goods was estimated at $1,000, 
and to the building, from water mainly, at $2,000. 


A fire from some unknown cause in the 
photograph gallery of Palmeri & Vaugbn, No.

The Fennsylvania Railroad Station at 
Rahway was destroyed by fire early yesterday 
vhorning. The flames started in the celiar, and 
are supposed to have been caused bythe fur- 
nace. The building was one of the handsomeést 
way stations on the road. The loss is $10,000. 

The barns and outhouses of Charles W.

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CENTRAL AMERICA’S WAR 


BROUGHT TO AN END BY MEXICO’S 
INTERFERENCE. 

PRESIDENT BARRIOS’S ASPIRATIONS APPAR- 
ENTLY NIPPED IN THE BUD BY A TELE- 
GRAM FROM PRESIDENT DIAZ. 

LIBERTAD, San Salvador, March 13, via 
Galveston.—On the 5th of March President Bar- 
tios, of Guatemala, declared in the Assembly of 
that country that Central America should con- 
stitute one republic, and at the same time he 
made public announcement that he would as- 
sume the command of all the military forces of 
the various States. This declaration was ac- 
cepted by Honduras, but was rejected by San 
Salvador, Nicaragua, and Costa Rica. The 
forces of Guatemala began immediately 
to march against San Salvader. The peo- 
ple of the latter republic rose as one 
man to resist the invasion, and yesterday Guate- 
mala ceased hostilities. President Barrios, how- 
aver, sent a request to President Zaldivar, of San 

Salvador, that the latter country should appomi 

two Commissioners, who should proceed to 

Guatemala, with power to treat in the present 

crisis. Whether this request will receive any at- 

tention has not yet become known. 

Meanwhile President Zaldivar had telegraphed 
an account of the situation to Gen. Diaz, Presi- 
dent of Mexico, and had asked him to use his in- 


fluence to prevent bloodshed. In answer to 
this Gen. Diaz sent the following telegram to 
President Zaldivar: 

“Your telegram of the 7th inst. is understood. I 
have taken the necessary precautions against any cop- 
tingency that may arise. 1 have telegraphed to Presi- 
Gent Barrios as follows: *Your telegram of the 7th 
inst.. announcing your determination to declare Cen- 
tral America one republic and to assume yourself the 
command ot all the forces thereof, has been received. 

his declaration has been made by your Assembly 
ohly, and has been rejected energetically by your sister 
republics. ‘hese circumstances have created such an- 
tipathy to your course among Mexican citizens that 
my Government will be obliged to take immediate 
action to prevent the execution of your threat ugainst 
the sister nationalities of this contineént.’” 

The publication of the telegram from Gen. 
Diaz to President Zaldivar has created intense 
enthusiasm throughout the country. At tue 
city of San Salvadora mass meeting of natives 
and foreign merchants was held this afternoon, 
and in view of President Diaz’s action atthe 
present crisis it was unanimously resolved to 
erect a statue to his honor. Presiaent Zaldivar’s 
well-known abhorrence of bioodshed and the 

owerfu!l alliance with Mexico give rise to the 

ope that war will be avoided, It is believed 
that President Barrios will make no further 
serious attempt to enforce his presumptuous de- 
cree of one Central American republic. The re- 
publics which oppose his scheme are confident 

hat in alliance they are more than strong 
enough to overwhelm any forces that President 
Barrios could get tovether in Guatemala should 
he persist in bis purpose. 


San JUAN DEL Sur, Nicaragua, March 
12, via Galveston.—Active war preparations are 
being made throughout the country. The Gov- 
ernment has now several thousand men ready to 
send to the frontier. Strenuous efforts to resist 
Barrios are being made in Costa Rica, and a 
iarge number of soldiers are ready to move at 
short notice. Great enthusiasm is manifested, 
and confidence in the finai result is displayed. It 
is thought very probabie insome quarters that 
Guatemala will consider the matter before at- 
tempting coercive measures, and that a friendly 
solution of the difficult problem of uniting the 
five States may be arrived at. 


Crry oF Mrxico, March 12, via Galves- 
ton.—The opinionis prevalent here that had it 
not been for the existence of the cable compa- 
nies an old-fashioned war would have occurred 
among the Central American republics. The 
intelligence of the declaration of war being in- 
stantly flashed along the wires, Gen. Diaz, jointly 
with other powers, was enabled to impress 
Guatemala with the importance of treating for 
a settlement with her more peaceful neighbors. 
— evr action of the President is much ap- 
plauded. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The following 
resolution was introduced by Mr. Manderson in 
the Senate to-day regarding Barrios’s proposed 
“Central American Unica": 


Resolved, That the Secretary of State of the United 
Btates be, and he is hereby, dirgcted to furnish to the 
Senate with all convenient speed all information in the 
State Department bearing upon the matter of a 
rumored attempt by Gen. Rufino Barrios, President of 
Guatemala. to seize upon territory or destroy the in- 
tegrity of the republics of Nicaragua, Honduras, San 
Salvador, and Costa Rica; also, to state what precau- 
tions are being taken by the State Department looking 
to the protection and maintenance under existing or 
pending treaties with the republics of Central America 
of the rights of the United States thereunder; also, to 
Zxive what information said department may have of 
~~ interference by or participation in the present diffi- 
culties in said Central American republics by any 
Wuropean power. 











THE OALIFORNIA SALMON FISHERY. 
From the Sacramento (Cal.) Record, March 2. 

Although a small number of salmon are 
caught daily by the fishermen, the regular 
Spring run will not commence until about the 
middle of March. This industry seems to have 
been overdone in this State, and canners are 
consequently discouraged. The catch last year 
was almost a. failure. The Contra Costo Gazette 
says: ** There were 1,200 to 1,300 boats engaged in 
the business last year between San Franciscoand 


the upper waters of the Sacramento. Thig year 
the number of boats will be diminished by at 
least 200. Booth, one of our prominent 
canners, will send many of his boats to 
Alaska, It is presumed that the runs this 
year will be far better than last year, but 
caynery men will not pay the prices formerly 
paid, as Canned salmon never broughf so iow 32 
price as at present. This is the natural result of 
injudicious canning. The market has not been 
overstocked exactly, but the poor fish sent 
abroad has brought the trade into disrepute. In 
Alaska there are several varieties éf salmon, 
only a few of which are marketable. But the 
canners in their greed have put up and exported 
poor varieties, thus bringing canned salmon into 
disrepute. To make matters worse San Fran- 
cisco canners during the season put up fish that 
was partially decomposed and utterly unfit to 
eat. eputable canners have suffered in conse- 
uence along with their guilty,brethren in trade, 
he saimon industry is of too mueb value to 
the coast to be thus injured, and caasners who 
put up none but the best fish should take nec- 
essary steps to protect themselves. The can- 
neries that formerly supplied boats and nets to 
fishermen, and shoe thread for making nets, 
will not do so this yeur. At least one-half of the 
canneries that run last year will do nothing dun 
ing the present year. Another great drawback 
to the salmon trade along the straits and rivers 
of California is the fact that salmon can be pro- 
cured in Alaska for from 10 to 15 cents each, 
The salmon interests are of t value to this 
— and should be protected by proper legisia+ 
on.

THE NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATURE WASTING 
VALUABLE TIME. 

TRENTON, March 12.—The fignt being 
made upon Goy. Abbett by the Legislature a'- 
sorbs the attention of the mem! ers so exclusive- 
ly that the important legislation of the session 
receives only a small share of attention. It was 
the design two weeks agoto adjourn finally on 
the 20th inst., but that is known to be impos- 
sible now, and the houses scarcely hope to have 
carried out their schemes in time! to make an 
adjournment on the 27th possible. The Gov- 
ernor has five full legislative days to act upon 
the bills formulated by the Republican caucus. 
So far only three of these aave been tiled in the 
Executive office. That they will be vetoed isa 
foregone conclusion, and the vetoes of those 
already in the Governor’s hands will be due on 
mext Wednesday. if the Democrats make any 
kind of a contest against the overriding of the 
veto the bills cannot become laws till the week 
after next. 

But there are other bills of the same partisan 
character upon which the Republican majority 
has set its heart. The Senate has adjourned tor 
the week, and tiuese cannot be progressed to the 
Governor's hands till some time next week. The 
Democrats have hopes that the vetoes will not 
be overridden, though the same vote that orig- 
inally passed the bills can make them laws in 
spite of the Governor. It seems to be a fore- 
gone conclusion, notwithstanding the hopes of 
oversanguine Democrats, that the joint caucus 
will meet no obstacle in the enforcement of its 
edicts, and preparations are already being made 
for a joint meeting at the close of the fight. 

The Governor was not in town to-day. The 
Senators have gone home, and the House had 
the Capitol Building all to itself. There was a 
ilttle struggle over the bill prohib ting the re- 
moval of policemen except for cause. Mr. 
Braker opposed it, put Chapman and Besson, of 
Hudson, and Parker, of Newark, were in favor 
of it, and it went through by a vote of 49 to 5. 
The bill taking the appointment of State Prison 
Supervisors out of the hands of the Governor 
and vesting it in joint meeting was passed, as 
was Senator Griggs’s bill for the appointment of 
a County Schooi Superintendent in Passaic 
County over the yeto.

HOW A RANDOUT MAN WAS INDUCED TO 
ELOPE WiTH ANOTHER MAN’S WIFE. 

Krveston, N. Y., March 12,—The sequel 
to an Ulster County elopement has attracted 
much attention before the County Court and 
Court of Sessions, Judge W. S. Kenyon presid- 
ing, now sitting in this city. James Delancey is 
a cripple and he uses a crutch. His wife is pre- 
possessing. A month or so ago she eloped with 
ayoung unmarried man named Fox, of Ron- 
dout. They werearrested in Albany by the po- 
lice. On the return of the pair to Kingston 
there was a row between the crippled husband 
and the man who ran away with his wife, and the 
result was that Delancey was locked up in the U}- 
ster County Jail for assault, while Fox went 
free. When the case was calied in court the 
incidents of the elopement came out, and the 
complainant, in reply to questions asked by 
District Attorney A. T. Clearwater as to the 
original cause of the row, answered the ques- 
tion by laying all the blame of the elopement on 
the shoulders of the woman. Fox, in extenua- 
tion of his conduct, oftered the plea that Mrs, 
Delancey came to the house where he lives 
shortly before the elopement and gave him a 
piece of cake. He ate the succulent pastry, and 
‘four hours afterward,” he declared. ‘*I was 
so crazy 1 didn’t know anything, and I couldn’t 
leave her 10 minutes. Something made me fol- 
low her every 10 minutes.” Another piece of 
cake led to the elopement, and still another piece 
to the row between himself and the injured hus- 
band. Fox said he was tewitched by thecake. He 
also said he was in fear for his life, if the cripple 
was released. Delancey deniea fox’s statement, 
and asserted that Fox “coaxed Mrs. Delancey 
away.” The testimony created much merriment 
and surprise in court. Fox’s peeple say he has 
hadan “evil eye” on him,and that with the 
cake, over which incantations, they allege, had 
been said, was tbe cause of Fox’s way wardness. 
Delancey was discharged at the suggestion of 
the District Attorney.

A WEALTHY MAN'S WILL. 
From.the Louisville (Ky.) Commercial, March 8. 
The will of the late Benjamin F. Avery 
perhaps involves the control of the largest single 
individual estate, exclugive of incumbrances, 
ever disposed of by bequestin Louisville. The 
persistent care with which the fortune of Mr. 


Avery was founded, with no capital for a begin- 
ning, is equaled only by the — foresight 
manifested in its disposal in sucha manner as 
to provide in the fullest measure for its enjoy- 
ment by those for whom it is intended— 
his sons and daughters. Tne terms ot the 
bequest provide that the husbands of 
the testator’s daughters shall not dig- 
pose of the shares of their wives without the 
written consent of the latter, and that such 
shares shall be free from the liabilities of said 
husbands.

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_YANKEE PIONEERS JN THE WEST.

INCIDENTS OF LIFE IN ILLINOIS NEARLY 
HALF A CENTURY AGO. 
From the Newburyport (Mass.) Herald. 

Henry G. Little and wife, of Grinnell, 
Iowa, lately paid a short Visit to the original 
home of his family in Newbury. They are a 
well-preserved couple of about three-score 
and ten years, whose lives have not been 
essentially different from many of their 
age of New-England birth and _ parent- 
age who h ve iived in the great West. 
Mr. Little was born in New-Hampsbire, and be- 
ing one ofaiarge family on a small farm, was 
early thrown for support upon his own resources. 


Managing in one way and another to get sufli- 
cient education, he drifted to Connecticut 
to teach school, and there fowuind his wife, 
and they were married in 1835, and 
fone a company, most of whom were from 

onnecticut, and emigrated to Illinois. They 
settled in Henry County and formed a township, 
and remembering trom whence they came gave 
it the name of Wethersfield. No other settle- 
ment was within 15 miles. The rich virgin soil of 
the prairie brought forth luxuriant crops. Game 
was abundant. Ii: snort, nature poured into their 
laps all her treasures in rich abundance; yet, in 
the greatest plenty there was aiso great want, 
for there was practically no market for their 
crops, and hence no money for other wants, The 
postage of 25 cents on every letter from home 
was a serious tax to meet. Some of the com- 
pany were lovers of the weed, but a dollar 
or two a year was moré than could be 
afforded for this gratification. Tobacco could 
be raised in pienty, but they could devise no 
pressuse to give it body and flavor, till one 
day a Kentuckian came along and told them to 
take the toughest log that could be found, and 
with wedges split open one end an ineh or so 
wide. put in their tobacco, and then knock out 
the wedges, and they thus had a press that met 


ail their wants. It may well be_ doubted 
whether the late William W. Husé of 
Hawkswood fame, with all his mechanical 


ability and knowledge of tobacco, could de- 
vise anything better suited to the end desired. 
Afterward some of the settlers kept a cleft log, 
with tobaeco free to all comers, in their front 
yards, for years. A market for their pork was 
one of the first obtained, and by teaming it 
about 40 miles they obtained the great price of 
$1 50 per hundredweight. 

Mr. Little told a humorous story of his efforts 
to get himself a pair of trousers and acoat. He 
first shot a deer, and then undertook to tan its 
hide, and finally succeeded, and himself made 
the trousers. or the coat he was more fort- 
unate, for an Indian came along with an 
extra deer skin, and they soon made 
a trade and the coat changed owners. 
Thus they lived—ecradually but _ stead- 
ily bettering their condition as settlers, in- 
creased innumbers, and after a while a county 
organization was formed, and all the parapher- 
nalia of courts, officers, &c., was maintained. 


For two of these years Mr. Little was 
chosen to the office of Sheriff, and this 
included the collection of the tate and 


county taxes, amounting to about $20,000, all 
paid in coin. For the performance of these 
duties his accommodations would hardly satisty 
Mr. Sheriff Herrick or Collector Jenkins, of 
Essex. There was not a bank or any other 
place of deposit, not even a safe, in the 
whole county, and be was compciled to keep 
the portion due the State until the close of 
the year. How, then, could he safely care 
forso large an amount of money? In his own 
graphic language, there were always in the West 
men that he could *‘ tie to.”” He would take a bag 
of gold or silver, of $2,000 or more, and go to one 
of these men and ask him to take care of it for 
him, not daring to take a receipt lest it should 
be stolen, and his friends thereby get into 
trouble; and in no case was there ever a 
failure to deliver the money when it was 
called for. One time he asked a friend to 
take charge of a bag of goid. The friend 
was somewhat nervous about taking such a 
trust, and said his wife could hide things 
better than he could. He turned to the wife, 
and she took it and said she would keep it 
as safely as possible. After some months he 
called for it, and she led the way to the attic of 
her log cabin, and taking down the family rag- 
bag, said: “ {put your money in this bag;” and 
putting in her hand took out the money safe, 
The farmer’s workmen had slept every nightin 
the rocm, with no idea of the value in the room,

HOW TO MAKE WAGES HIGH. 
sinsaiiaachepphinancdin 
SHEARMAN’S ADDRESS TO THE NEW: 
YORK FREE TRADE CLUB. 

Thomas G. Shearman, of Brooklyn, de- 
livered an address last evening under the 
auspices of the New-York Free Trade Club, at 
Republican Hall, in West Thirty-third-street. 
Mr. Shearman chose for his subject ** How to 
Make Wages High.” He said that the country 
was not suffering from over-production, but 
from under-production. An increase in the 
total productions of labor would make an in- 
crease in wages. The hign protective tariff 


turned labor into channels for which it was not 
naturally suited, and consequently cut down its 
productiveness. if labor were not hampered by 
legislation, its productiveness would be much 
greater. 

Under the protective tariff wages had been at 
times much higher than ever before, but they 
had also been atother times much lower than 
ever before. Under a high tariff prices were 
high, but the market was necessarily limited to 
those who could afford to pay high prices, and 
the total productions were not large. Extend the 
market to all by means of the lower prices which 
free trade would bring, and the amount of 
th peng would be greatly increased and 

igher Wages would be paid. The profits of the 
manufacturer did not regulate the wages of the 
worker. The Central Railway and the Erie Rail- 
way both paid the same wages, yet the former 
made large profits while the latter had never de- 
clared a dividend. ‘The total productions of the 
country would be greater under free trade than 
under protection, and wages would always rise 
and fall with the productiveness of the country.

THE ELEVATION OF DRUGGISTS. 

The fourteenth annual meeting of the 
Alumni Association of the College of Pharmacy 
of the City of New-York was held last evening 
at the college hall,in East Twenty-third-street, 
In the annual address, delivered by the President 
of the gssociation, L. M. Royce, it was stated 
that during the past year there had been more 
meetings of druggists at the college than 
in any previous year. Previous to 1870 
the college had issued 134 diplomas;

AN AGED DEAF-MUTE'S DEATH. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal, March 7. 
Mrs. Caroline A. White, who died in 

Portland, Thursday night, had 4 peculiar his- 
tory. Bridgton was her birthplace, where she 
resided with her parents until 25 years of age, 
when she married Capt. Daniel White, moved to 
Portland and settled in what is now known as 
Burnham’s-court in Portland. What was most 
remarkable about the estimable old lady was the 
fact that she was the mother of 16 children, none 
ot whom she ever spoke to or heard speak, A 
severe typhoid fever prostrated her when she 
was but 7 years of age, and deafness and dumb- 
ness resulted, Mrs. White possessed a strong 
constitution, attended MHigh-Street Church 
twice on Sunday for years, and sermons were 
interpreted by movements of the lips.

PROPERTY IN DEAD BODIES. 

‘““A man can sell his own body,”’ Lawyer 
H. A. Riley told his fellow-members of the 
feociety of Medical Jurisprudence ana State 
Medicine last evening, ‘‘and the claim after 
death of the buyer will be superior to that of 
relatives of the deceased." The finder of a 
body washed up by the waves, he further 
said, had no ownership in it, and was guilty of 
a felony in the eyes of the law if he removed 
any property from the corpse. Numerous ref- 
erences to legal authorities were given to prove 
that a body, aiter it is interred, becomes a por- 
tion of the earth and is incapable of possessing 
an q@wner; aad that it cannot be removed at the 
whim orsentiment of even the relatives.

THE TRIAL OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL 
OFFICER. 

HIS ADMISSIONS NOT COMPLETE—THE PRO- 
CEEDINGS STOPPED BY THE RESIGNA- 
TION OF THE STENOGRAPHER. 

Wasnineton, March 12.—In the Hazen 
court-martial to-day, the Judge-Advocate read 
the admission of facts promised by the accused 
yesterday. The accused admits that in his sa- 
nual report of Oct. 15, 1584, he used the language 
set out in the first specification, namely, that 
after the return of the relief party sent north 
in 1883, inthe Fall of that year there was still 
time to send effective relief to the Greely party. 
Healso admits that without authorization by the 
Secretary of War, and without request from the 
latter, he (the accused) addressed to the Seeretary 
of War a communication containing the lan- 
guage set out in tne third specitication, namely, 
that the tragic termination of the Lady Franklin 
Bay expedition was finally due to the failure to 
dispatch a steam sealer to thé relief of the party 
after Sept. 15, 1883. 

Counsel for the accused stated that it was the 
purpose of the defense yesterday to extend the 
admissions far beyond what has been admitted, 
bat that upon comparison of the third specifi- 
cation with the documents to which it refers 
they decided not to make the admissions they 
had intended. The Judge-Advocate said that 


this change of purpose on the part of the de- 
tense made it necessary for him to bring another 
witness into court, and thus delay the court 
somewhat. The President of the court, inter- 
rupting the Judge-Advocate, said: ‘I don’t see 
how you can require more than bas been done, 
If they say they won't admit anything further 
you can’t make them, and there's no use talking 
about it further.” The Judge-Advocate then in- 
troduced in evidence the unnual report of Gen, 
Hazen of Oct. 15, 1884, and the letter of Gen, 
Hazen to the Secretary of War of Feb. 17, 1888, 
upon language in both of which the charge 
against Gen. Hazen is in part based. 

The first witness for the prosecution was Ru- 
dolph Kaufmen, a reporter of the Mvening Star, 
of this city. He testified to having had a con- 
versation with Gen. Hazen on the evening of 
March 1 of this year, and to having written a re- 

ort of that conversation, which was published 

n the Star of March 2. The newspaper in which 

the report was published was then produced and 
the article in question identified by the witness 
as having been written by him. (It is the article 
in which Gen. Hazen is reported as having ad- 
mitted writing the letter of Feb. 17 to the Secre- 
tary of War, throwing the blame for the tragic 
termination of the Greely polar expedition upon 
the Secretary of War.) The witness testified 
that the article was written from memory of the 
conversation, he having taken no notes; that it 
represented the substance of what was said, and 
that there was no injunction on the part of Gen. 
Hazen against the publication of the conversa- 
tion. Upon cross-examination the witness said 
that the conversation with Gen. Hazen occurred 
ata chance meeting in the lobby of the Ebbitt 
House, and occupied not more than a minute. 
He said that he showed Gen. Hazen a paragraph 
which appeared in the Chicago ‘J'ribune, and 
which stated that Gen. Hazen had written a let- 
ter tothe Secretary of War setting forth that 
the latter was responsible for the disastrous 
termination of the Greely expedition, and that 
Gen. Hazen said in reply toa direct question 
that he bad written such a letter. Witness said 
that he did not tell Gen, Hazen at the time that 
the conversation was to be published, and Gen. 
Hazen did not request its publication. On redi- 
rect examination the witness said that Gen. 
Hazen knew him asa reporter for the Star, and 
that he had on other occasions published items 
of news obtainéd from him (Hazen) without any 
request for their publication, and without any 
statement by the witness that he intended to 
publish them. 

Following the examination of this witness the 
proceedings were brought to an abrupt termina- 
tion by the _ resignation of the official 
stenographer. He is the stenographer who 
reported the proceedings before the Swaim 
court of inquiry and the Swaim and 
Morrow courts-martial, and he accepted the 
penies in this court on the understanding that 

e was to be paid the same rates as were paid for 
the reports in thuse cases, although the Adju- 
tant-General, in authorizing the appointment of 
a stenographer, had fixed the rate to be pald ata 
sum per diem which is about one-third thesum 
paid in theother cases. The stenographer went 
on yesterday and to-day upon the assurance of 
the court that the matter would be settlea satis- 
factorily, but finding that nothing was being 
done in that direction he concluded to resign. 
His resignation caused the adjournment of the 
eourt until to-morrow.

Ill. Pieces of mother-of-pearl cut into shapes with- 
out any further process of polishing, finishing, or ma- 
nipulation, intended for the manufacture of knife 
handles, are entitled to free entry under paragraph 756 
T. L. new and decision 6,616. (Letter to the Collector 
of Customs at New-York.) 

IV. So-called book slates, manufactured in part 
from paper, and which arein the form of books for 
earrying in the pocket for usé as memorandum bvoks, 
are not dutiable as manufactures of puper, but are to 
be included within the provision for pocketbooks and 
all similar articles by whatever name known: para- 
graph 410.

THE ALLEGED WILL OF AN AMERICAN THAT 
IS CURIOUS, TO SAY THE LEAST, 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Eecentrie wills are not.so uncommon as 
to make it incredibie that a defunct mulionaire 
should have bequeathed large sums to persons 
of whom he had no knowledge, with the one con- 
dition that they were the holders of a certain 
patronymci and could prove their pedigree for 
sO many generations. It is not astonishing, 
therefore, that many applicants readily re- 
sponded to the announcement that * persons 
of the name of Clark or Clarke” would, on 
communication witb ‘* Messrs. A. B. C., hear 
something to their advantage,” and should en- 
deavor to comply with the conditions which 
were to secure for each a sum of £3,000. The 
sanguine ant*eipations of many of these legacy 
hunters, however, have possibly reecived a rude 
shock by certain proceedings at Bow-street on 
Saturday last, for, according to the theory of the 
Public Prosecutor, the generous millionaire, the 


eccentric will, and the fat legacies are mere fic- 
tionsinvented for fraudulent purposes. Whether 
that be so or not the further proceedings will no 
doubt disclose, and in the meantime it may be of 
interest to give some information as to the will, 
real or spurious, which has been put forward by 
the parties in question. 

The proceedings at Bow-street dealt with the 
name of Clark or Clarke and Cooper, but_it has 
been represented that “James Hill Cooper 
Clark,” who has bequeathed the property, de- 
sired to benefit the holders of no fewer than 17 
distinct names. Thirty-five persons under each 
class who could establish a pedigree of seven 
generations were each to receive the sum of 
£3,000, so that to every name £105,000 was al- 
lotted, or in the gross asum amounting to near- 
ly £2, . This was the golden shower in 
which those lucky enough to havea grand@tather 
multiplied by four were to participate. The ex- 
tracts from the will (said to be a formidable doc- 
ument of 700 pages) supplied to applicants by the 
solicitor at the charge of ** 50s. prepaid,” set forth 
that the * testator” died 5th March, 1884, at Villa 
S. Miguel, near 8, José or S. Jose, South Amer- 
ica,and that he devised the four estates of 
**Marco, isabel, Beleu, and Fernando,” for the 
purposes already set forth, the Executor being 
instructed to dispose of them in the most bene- 
ficial way and apply the proceeds in thé manner 
directed. The reason fur thus bequeathing his 
property the testator explains as follows: 

“As I bave no near relatives and no relatives 
living that I care about except one, and he does 
not deserve what Iam going to leave him, and, 
too, as I find from old letters, diaries, and other 
memoranaa that amiably and pleasantly light 
up the past, that my family through several 
generations have been the recipients of many 
acts of disinterested kindness, of various bene- 
fits, bave greatly profited by numeroug instances 
of generosity, manifesting good and liberal feel- 
ings, well-wishing, and otker noble, unselfish, 
and kind actions toward some of my progeni- 
tors, with actual disadvantage to themselves, 
and, also, as nearly all my money and property 
have thus come from the people to the people [ 
wish it to return again, and thusas money and 
estates from various quarters, iong Jost sight of, 
have been passing into my family through sev- 
eral generations, providing us with wealth and 
substance, | tind from records that I shall leave 
behind methat these legacies and benefits have 
proceeded from various persons bearing the 
name, or names, following, the several descend- 
ants of whom being scatterea or dead, I know 
not where,” 

The testator then directs that for each name 
the sum of £105,000 be devoted to the payment of 
the 35 successful candidates who have made good 
the claims to the bequests of £38,000. The will 
proceeds: ‘I direct that the above said sum be 
set aside for bequests to such persons bearing 
the said names above stated, being natives of 
the State Kealme Royaume or Realm of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
who can prove by certificates of birth, marriage, 
or death auring four generations of fathers and 
mothers, and applicant’s own birth by registra- 
tion, and certificates in the family Bible of two 
earlier generations prior to the said five genera- 
tions, of the birth, marriage, and death of 
the said two earliest generations, if no 
other proot be obtainable, making in all 
seven generations possessing the names claimed 
and born by them. 1 bequeath the sum 
of 15,000 American, or, in other’ words, 
and as so meant, United States silver dollars, or, 
as may ve convenient, £3,000 sterling English to 
each and all such persons bearing one of the 
said mame or names above recorded, to wit, 
Clark, or Clarke, Cooper, or other name who can 
prove, as above required, possession of the 
aforesaid name through seven generations by 
parish or other proper and sufficient certifi- 
cates and legal identification satisfactory to the 
requirements herein stated in the judgment of 
my uforesaid Trustees and Executors, and as re- 
quired by the rules which regulate the require- 
ments of proof in cases of pedigree as followed 
in the British House of Peers, and in the highest 
courts of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland.” 

Thejtestator, Joining neudense to bis generosity, 
provides against his wealth going to the 
wealthy. ‘* As those aforesaid bequests are not 
intended,” the will sets forth, ‘‘to add to the 
the wealth of the wealthy, or for men of fort- 
une, or for members of the English, Scotch, or 
Trish aristocracies, or for possessors of large, in- 
dependent monetary means or other large inher- 
ited oracquired monetary means, whether they 
be male or female, I direct that all such persons 
above indicated as herebefore said and described 
be utterly excludea from any claim * * * how- 
ever amiable and excellent such persons may 
be, they are not the objects herein indicated 
* * * the aforesaid bequests are solely open to 


persons of inadequate, small, or limited 
means.” Dealing with names other than 
those already mentioned, the testator 


goes onto say: “As my father and immediate 
grandfathers and great-grandfathers have been 
turther indebted for exceptional acts of kind- 
ness, for valuable business and property easily 
acquired been thrown in their way, and advan- 
tages of many kinds prompted by the desire to 
benefit them, and the kindness, good-will, and 
desire to benefit all, proceeding from the best 
forms and instincts of human nature, I desire to 
acknowledge, as far as I am able, these obliga- 
tions also.’”” The solicitor charged at Bow-street 
represents that he has been instructed by the 
Executor in America to carry out the purposes 
of the testator. The Executor is “* Capt. John 
Scott,” of no address.

CAPT. EADS AND THE RIVER AND 
HARBOR BILL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

During my absence the last five or six 
weeks in Mexico your editorial columns and 
Washington dispatches have frequently alluded 
to mein connection with the River and Harbor 
bill in terms not only unkind but unjust, and 
since the failure of the bill you have referred 
editorially to “ the objectionable schemes of Mr. 
Eads” which it contained. These unfriendly 
comments have obtained wide circulation, and I 
hope you will permit me through your columns 
to assure your readers that the paragraphs in 
the River and Harbor bill relating to me and 
which proposed to make me Advisory Engineer 
of the Mississippi River Commission, with a sal- 
ary of $3,500 per annum, and also to place me in 
charge of the harbor works at Galveston, with 
esalary of $5,000 per annum, were put into the 
bill wholly without my knowledge and without 
any request whatever on my part, or even an in- 
timation from me to any member of the Senate 
« * House that I desired either one of these posi- 
tions. 

While in England last year I was addressed by 
the municipal authorities of Galveston, a large 
number of its representative citizens, and by sev- 
eral corporations of the city, to know if I would 
undertake the improvement of Ga:veston Har- 
bor upon terms similar to those upon which I 
had-improved the mouth of the Mississippi River. 
I had but recently recovered from a very severe 
and dangerous illness, and had been urged b: 
my physicians to undertake no professional wor 
whieh [ could avoid. After a good deal of hesi- 
tation I replied to the people of Galveston that 
I would undertake the improvement on terms 
similar to those on which I had improved 
the mouth of the Mississippi, provid- 
ed the citizens of Galveston would them- 
selves secure the necessary Federal legislation. 
As the works required to produce 30 feet of 
water there will be much more extensive, and 
more costly per cubic yard, than those at the 
mouth of the Mississippi,I fixed the price of 
them at $7,750,000. A bill was formulated with 
the necessary conditions and stipulations to car- 
ry toe proposition into effect, if approved by 

ongress, with the provision that no part what- 
ever of the compensation should be paid except 
upon the attainment of certain increased depths 
of channel, the maximum being 30 feet. Upona 
careful investigation of this proposition by 
the Senate Committee on Commerce, and a pa- 
tient hearing by itof the Chief of Engineers 
in opposition to the bill and in defense of 
the Governinent plan of works, the committee 
were so well satisfied that the latter would prove 
an utter failure, even if completed, (and being 
thoroughly informed of the general principles 
and plan upon which I proposed to improve the 
harbor,) that it voted, 9 to 2, in favor of the 
bill, and it was accordingly reported to the Sen- 
ate. This patient hearing and large majority 
vote on the part of the Senate committee is suffi- 
cient evidence that this proposition was a just 
and meritorious one; it needs no further vindi- 
cation therefore in this letter. This bill, how- 
ever, formed no part of the River and Harbor 
bill. As soon asi was informed that the River 
and Harbor Committee proposed to_place 
me in charge of the Galveston Harbor 
works with a salary, I declined to accept 
the offer, and although the Mayor and Council 
of Galveston had immediately thereafter unani- 
mously resolved to adda contingent of $160,000 
to this salary. and acommittee of its citizens 
had urgently requested me to accede to the 
River and Harbor Committee’s proposal, my 
consent was withheld, subject to such action as 
Congress might take in the premises. My chief 
objection to it was that the prosecution of the 
work would be Hable to interruptions and delavs 
from its dependence upon further appronpria- 
tions, and that my pos'tion as the Supervisor of 
Engineer Oflicers of the army would not proba- 
bly be satisfactory to either party. 

fy health, time, professional encagements, 
and inclinations all tend to make for me any 
salaried position whatever under the Federal 
Government very undesirabie, and if this prope. 
sition had been approved by Congress and the 
President, my acceptance of it would have been 
solely owing to an earnest wish to give to the 
citizens of Galveston and Texas the harbor facili- 
ties they so much need, and thus manifest 7 
deep appreciation of the distinguished compli- 
ment they bave paid mein their persistent and 
earnest effort to! have this important work in- 
trusted to me.

FACTS ABOUT WATER GAS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Without going into the composition of 
water gas or accounting for the fect that high 
pressure is a necessity in its use, perbaps the fol- 
lowing statement may be useful: Where water 
gas (or its admixture with coal gas) is in use it is 
supplied or put to the consumer at a much 
higher pressure than is coal gas; high pressure 
is a necessity in its use, (at the ordinary coal gas 
pressure the fame is wavering and smoky and 
the light unsatisfactory.) The following rough 
illustration may account for the anomalous fact 
that lower priced gas does not always lessen the 
month's gas bill: A's (coal) gas bill for month of 
December, 1888—20 burners, 4 hours per day, 26 
days, pressure 15 times—was 10,400 feet gas, at $2, 
$20 80; (water) gas bill for December, 1884—same 
burners and hours, &c., but pressure at from 30 
to 35 times—is 14,609 feet gas, at $1 50, $21 90. Of 
course, the consumer js pleased with the larger 
flame and its sharply defined appearance, and 50 
cents per thousand of a reduction is going to 
make a saving of $50 or $60 per year to him; but 
though he has the same old meter—and we will 
presume the meter correct—his monthly bills are 
little less at the best. Any way. a cheaper inferior 
gas is shoved to the consumer in larger quanti- 
ties, (or at greater pressure,) and if he attempts 
to lessen the flow of gas at the meter cock, and 
thereby reduce the consumption to the oid 
figures, his gas smokes and is unsatisfactory.

“His story is true,” said the prisoner, with 
tears in his eyes. “If that man only gives me 
back the affection of my wife I will give hima 
watch—yes ten watches.” 

**My impression is that there has been no rob- 
bery committed,” said the good-natured magis- 
trate. “The prisoner is discharged.” Turain 
to Mrs. Chaimovich he said: ** You go home an 
fulfill your marriage vows, and in the future do 
not listen to the soft words of other men.”

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GETTING RID OF THE TRADP DOLLAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 12.— After the 
trade dollars which formerly constituted the 
bulk of the small currency in this city were sud- 
denly tabooed about two years ago, a number 
of prominent merchants continued to take them 
in trade at their nominal value, and so accumu- 


lated vast quantities of them, which they have 
since held in the expectation that Congress 
would provide for their redemption in standard 
dollars. Many brokers and other speculators 
also bought the trade dollars ata discount, and 
have since held them for a rise. These persons 
appear to have lost nope in their redemption by 
the Government, and are turning them into 
the Mint to be converted into bullion. Since 
the 4th inst. 39,000 trade dollars have been 
received and the indications are that the re- 
ceipts will soon aggregate as iwany thou- 
sand per day. Col.‘Snowden, Superintendent of 
the Mint, expressed this belief this morning. “7 
baye received many letters,” he said, ‘‘asking 
advice on this subject. One firm in New-York 
claims to have 600,000 on hand, and I suppose 
these will be shipped to me soon to be made into 
bullion. This will only be the beginning. I have 
received similar letters, not only from this city 
but from all parts of the United States, asking 
the value of the trade doilar, from people who 
have made up their minds to bear their losses 
which the Government should have borne. We 
pay 84 cents for the dollar.”

_ The present Assembly of the State of 
New-York favors reform measures only 
upon compulsion. It showed its native 
bent and disposition yesterday by defeating 
the third reading of the bill requiring the 
Sheriff of Kings County to keep accounts 
showing the receipts of his office. The 
billis one prepared by the Citizens’ League 
of Brooklyn, and its enactment would 
compel the Sheriff to furnish the infor- 
mation necessary to determine at what 
figure his salary should be fixed in a 
‘future bill abolishing the fee system. 
The bill ought to pass, and the As- 
sembly disgraced itself by yielding to 
the sinister influences so conspicuously 
active against it. Sheriff Faruey, of 
Kings County, will very rapidly dissipate 
the good impression his previous record had 
created if he continues his opposition to 
this bill, Itis no part of his duties to go 
to Albany and take part in the work of 
legislation. There is a chance to save the 
bill on a reconsideration, and it is to be 
hoped that a sufficient number of those 
who opposed it yesterday can be brought 
to their senses before it comes up next 
"Wednesday. 





Gov. HILL gives very good reasons for 
vetoing the bill which proposed to add the 
President of the Fire Department to the 
Board of Aqueduct Commissioners. That 
there is no good reason for making the ad- 
dition is reason enough for not making it. 
As the board stands it is equally divided 
between official and non-official members, 
and thus far they have worked harmoni- 
ously together. There is no good ground 
for disturbing the equilibrium and giving 
official members a preponderance of 
power. The Fire Department may havea 
special interest in the means of dis- 





* tributing water within the city, but it has 


no more concern than any other depart- 
ment in the construction of the conduit 
‘which is to bring it to the city. If its 
members have any valuable ideas on that 
subject they will find no difficulty in 
communicating them to the Aqueduct 
Commission. The object of the bill 
was not in fact to improve or strengthen 
the commission, but to affect its political 
control, and the less it has of that the 
better.

‘ed, but the same can hardly be said of Mr.

- The complacent view which is taken in 
the Washington dispatch to the Kvening 
Post of the appointment of Mr, Hiaains, 








of Maryland, to be Appointment Clerk in 
the Treasury Department does not strike 
us as being either sound or wise. If Mr. 
Hiaerns is not a fit man for the place, is, 
in fact, a mere political worker who has 
made himself useful to Senator Gorman, 
the mistake which Secretary MANNING 
has made in appointing him is in no- 
wise extenuated by the assertion that 
‘* the position is not a very important one, 
and the appointment is only significant as 
one of the first acts of the Secretary.” In 
the first place, the position is an important 
one. In past years the Treasury Appoint- 
ment Clerk has had great power and in- 
fluence. Senators and Representatives 
have treated him with marked respect, and 
have been glad to await their turns in his 
anteroom. He knows precisely what can 
be done for the hungry and needy in the 
department, and Mr. Hiaatns, if he is so 
disposed, can continue to make himself 
very useful to Mr. GORMAN by keeping 
him informed as to existing and _ possi- 
ble opportunities for his other friends in 
the places in the Treasury Department 
not classified under the Civil Service act. 
In the second place, if there was no 
better reason for Mr. HiGGIns’s ap- 
pointment than the fact that Mr. 
GORMAN requested it, the Secretary’s 
ready compliance with that request is not 
to be justified by showing that the office 
is unimportant. Mr. HiGGIns may justify 
his own appointment, but we should look 
for his success in that effort with greater 
confidence if some other person than Sen- 
ator GORMAN were his “‘ backer,” ar if he 
had no “ backer” at all. 








Chicago is having in less degree an ex- 
perience of the sense of relief felt by New- 
York when TWEED was known to be 
really in jail. Judge BLopGEtTT, of the 
United States court, yesterday denied a 
motion for a new trial, and sentenced 
MACKIN and GALLAGHER, the chief con- 
spirators in the election frauds of 
last Fall, to imprisonment for two 
years each. Pending their removal 
to the penitentiary they are shut 
in the Cook County Jail. There is 
little chance now of their escape from 
punishment. The general rejoicing is 
possibly not shared by the Democratic 
Central Committee,. of which MackKIN 
still is, and GALLAGHER until within a 
few days was,a member. It will be very 
hard for this estimable body to lose the 
peculiar services of these scoundrels, and 
may force it to a change in its time-hon- 
ored methods of conducting political con- 
tests. 








The fond imagination that the extension 
of the Brooklyn Bridge railroad may be 
built out of the “ net income” of the ex- 
isting structure is rudely dispelled by the 
Brooklyn Union. That journal points out 
that if by net income is understood the 
amount remaining after paying operating 
expenses, the net income of the bridge has 
thus far been something like $15,000 a 
month, or $180,000 a year, and is likely 
hereafter to be reduced to $8,000 a 
month, or less than $100,000 a year. 
But in fact the interest charge upon this 
income is a far more legitimate charge 
than that of extending the structure, and 
this charge amounts, for the two cities, 
to very nearly « million a year besides 
$225,000, or more than twice the net in- 
come of the bridge, which ‘is reserved 
for asinking fund. It is evident, there- 
fore, that there is no need of devising new 
methods for spending the surplus income 
of the bridge. 








THE POST OFFICE “TEST CASE.” 

Fortunately for the public, there is lit- 
tle danger that the President will follow 
bad advice, and there is still less that he 
will seek guidance from a journal whose 
ideal of the successor of Mr. ARTHUR was 
B. F. Butter. But itis worth while to 
point out to those who may be deceived 
by the Sun’s queer reasoning that the re- 
appointment of Mr. PEARSON to be 
Postmaster in this city will throw very 
little light on the question ‘‘ whether the 
gradual substitution for Republicans of 
Democrats is to be expected from the 
Administration.” Mr. PEARSON’s case is 
‘* a test case,” but not in that way. 

It isa test of the significance and the 
sincerity of the President’s avowed and 
firmly held views of administrative re- 
form, and it is so regarded, not only by 
the independent Republicans in this State 
and elsewhere who supported Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND as a candidate for the Presiden- 
cy, but by a still greater number 
of Democrats who rejoiced at his 
nomination because they believed he 
would stoutly defend and _ energet- 
ically apply the reform principle. 
These men, Republicans and Democrats 
alike, hold that Mr. PEARSoN’s position 
is in no sense a political one; they know 
that he has performed its duties with un- 
failing fidelity and with remarkable skill 
and capacity; they know that he has 
been all his life engaged in his work, and 
that his rare natural powers as an execu- 
tive officer have been rendered far more 
efficient by his long training and his ardu- 
ous and systematic study. They know 
that there is not in the city or in 
the State of New-York a single man, 
Republican or Democrat, who combines 
all or nearly all his qualifications for 
the office. They have, therefore, entire 
confidence that the President will ask Mr. 
PEARSON to continue in the post which he 
now occupies. They do not rest such an 
expectation on any “claims” that Mr. 
PEARSON has upon the office, but on the 
claim—clear, strong, and withouta flaw— 
which the millions of people served by the 
office have upon Mr. PEARSON. 

‘‘Democrats of sufficient energy and 
intelligence,” says the Sun, ‘‘to run the 
New-York Post Office just as well are not 
wanting.” But whatever intelligence or 
energy any new man may have he would 
lack the experience and the severe train- 
ing of Mr. Pearson, and whatever he 
might ultimately do he could not in his 
whole term learn to do as well as Mr. 
PEARSON would do from the start. This 
is so clear that -any Democrat of intelli- 
gence eriough to merely understand the 
duties of the Post Office must admit that 
Mr. PEarson is the best possible man for 
the place. There is no analogy whatever 





between Mr. Prarson’s case and those 
of the great body of Postmasters or 
of other officials throughout the country. 
If President CLEVELAND were to deter- 
‘mine to retain every Republican as thor- 
oughly fit for retention as Mr. PEARSON is, 
the list would be very soon exhausted, 
His action as to this case, therefore, will 
not enable the Sun or any one else to 
judge in any degree what may be expected 
from the Administration in the way of 
“‘ gradual substitution for Republicans of 
Democrats.” But, as it will set at rest 
forever the uneasy greed and the unscru- 
pulous plotting that just now centre on 
this particular nomination, it is extremely 
desirable that Mr. PEARSON’S name be sent 
in at an early hour. 








THE BROADWAY RAILROAD. 


The Commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court to determine whether a 
horse railroad should be constructed on 
Broadway from the Battery to Union- 
square by the Bruadway Surface Railroad 
Company, on the terms and conditions set 
forth in the consent of the Common Coun- 
cil, have reported in favor of that project. 
The grounds on which their conclusions 
are based are clearly presented, and seem 
to be very strong. The development and 
improvement of Broadway below Cham- 
bers-street is attributed to the means 
of transit afforded by the elevated 
railroad lines which approach that 
thoroughfare at its lower end. Above 
Chambers-street progress has been much 
slower, in consequence of the lack 
of adequate facilities for short-distance 
travel. It is assumed that means of con- 
venient and comfortable travel for short 
distances through that part of Broadway 
will be to its advantage as well as that of 
the public. Arrangements have _ been 
made for the withdrawal of the omni- 
buses when the operation of the railroad 
begins. There is no doubt that horse cars 
afford a much more convenient, comfort- 
able, and safe mode of conveyance than 
those antiquated vehicles. A much smaller 
number of cars will be required for 
the accommodation of travel than 
there are of these lumbering stages, 
and to that extent the street will be 
relieved, and in the opinion of the Com- 
missioners the cars will not incommode 
and interfere with ordinary travel to the 
same extent. There may still be some 
question as to the effect of cars confined 
to tracks and unable to turn from their 
course upon the business traffic of the 
street, but the difficulty will probably 
prove to be less than has been anticipated 
by many and more easily adjusted. There 
is no doubt that a well-conducted railroad, 
if its operation is found to be fairly unob- 
structed, will develop a largely increased 
travel and afford far better facilities than 
now exist. It may, in fact, do much to 
promote the commercial progress of Broad- 
way. 

If it is admitted that a surface road on 
Broadway is desirable, there can be little 
question of the advantages offered by the 
company upon whose application this 
commission was appointed. The financial 
conditions on which the consent of the 
Common Council was granted, and which 
have been accepted by the company, are 
as favorable as could be expected. The 
company will pay into the Treasury of the 
city $40,000 a year for its privileges, in 
addition to 8 per cent. of its gross earn- 
ings for the first five years of its 
operation and 5 per cent. thereafter. 
An advantage which no other company 
could offer is found in the arrangement 
with the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company whereby passengers 
can be carried from the Battery to Cen- 
tral Park for a single fare of 5 cents. The 
company is also bound to keep the pave- 
ment in order between and adjacent to 
its tracks and to conform to all reasonable 
regulations for the removal of snow, &c. 
The interests of the city and of the public 
seem to have been in every way duly pro- 
vided for. In regard to the rival scheme 
of a cable road, the Commissioners very 
sensibly conclude that it would be unwise 
to allow its construction on Broadway, for 
reasons that are sufficient, though not the 
only ones that might be urged. 

Should the court confirm the report of 
the Commissioners we shall witness within 
a year of the beginning of operations the 
disappearance of the ancient omnibuses 
from Broadway, and no one will mourn 
their departure. They are a relic of the 
times when comfort and convenience were 
little regarded in providing for local 
travel, and they have been tolerated thus 
long for no reason except that no better 
mode of conveyance had been supplied on 
our leading thoroughfare down town, 
and something was an absolute ne- 
cessity. There will remain the con- 
nection with the down-town ferries from 
Broadway and the up-town hotels and rail- 
road stations through Fifth and Madison 
avenues, and for these it is to be hoped 
that something better than these clumsy 
and uncomfortable vehicles will be pro- 
vided. In other cities much lighter and 
easier conveyances exist for short-dis- 
tance transit, where railroads are imprac- 
ticable or undesirable, and they ought to 
be introduced here when the last necessity 
for long stage rides disappears. It is not 
unlikely that if the new railroad is built 
in Broadway some system of convenient 
transfers to the ferries and to important 
points up town may be established. Then 
a decided improvement in the means of 
local travel will have been effected and 
the old era of omnibuses will be closed.

When several Directors of the Glasgow 
Bank were sentenced to imprisonment by 
reason of the failure of the bank to pay its 
debts, there were many people in this 
country as well as in Great Britain who 
thought their fate very hard. The Direct- 
ors had not stolen any money; it was not 
pretended that they had profited in any 
way by the operations which resulted in 
swindling the depositors of the bank. 
They were most respectable citizens, many 
of them advanced in years and all of them 
apparently secure in the esteem of their 
acquaintances. It did seem hard that 
they should suffer as criminals by the col- 
lapse of the bank, when nobody pretended 
that they had personally done any crimi- 





intentions with regard to its funds, - 

| An examination into the affairs of the 
late Marine Bank of this city is now go- 
ing on, which may change the opinions of 
those who thought the Scotch law too 
severe. In this case there is no danger that 
any one of the Directors may undergo im- 
prisonment for his failure to know any- 
thing about the affairs of the bank which 
he nominally directed. The Director may 
pay in purse for his neglect, in common 
with the stockholders who elected him to 
look out for their interests, as he failed to 
do, but there is no prospect that he may 
be compelled to pay in person. 

The result of this mild and amiable sys- 
tem is shown by the evidence given in the 
trial of Mr. James D. Fisu, late President 
of the institution in question. The pris- 
oner seems to have managed the bank 
without any interference, let alone any 
supervision or control, on the part of his 
Directors. The books, indeed, had a su- 
perficial aspect of accuracy. Perhaps it 
was expected by Mr. Fis that some Di- 
rector who combined much leisure with 
an inquisitive turn of mind might take a 
fancy to looking them over, Perhaps 
he desired merely to retain the re- 
spect of the bookkeeper. At any rate, 
while the books seemed to be all right, the 
semblance was produced by a complicated 
scheme of cooking, which consisted in 
the registration, as of facts, of figures and 
documents which were but the products 
of Mr. FisH’s imagination. The assistant 
cashier yesterday indicated entries in the 
books which seemed to assert that. certain 
loans were secured by ample collateral, 
whereas in fact they were secured by 
nothing whatever but the faith of FisH in 
the ultimate solvency of the debtors. The 
entries referred to envelopes alleged to 
contain the securities which contained 
nothing, insome cases not even the ac- 
knowledgment of indebtedness which the 
securities were supposed to enforce, 

It is perfectly evident, from the testi- 
mony thus far given, that if any Director 
of the Marine Bank had undertaken to 
verify the statements of the books he 
would have found them incapable of veri- 
fication, and would consequently have 
been compelled to notify his fellow-Di- 
rectors that Mr. Fisu, at the instigation of 
Mr. FERDINAND WaRD and other persons, 
was making ducks and drakes of the prop- 
erty of the stockholders and depositors, 
This would have been a bad thing for Mr. 
Fish and Mr. Warp. By anticipat- 
ing the calamity that has in fact 
befallen them it would have been for 
the then present not joyous but grievous 
to them. But it would have been a very 
good thing for the stockholders and the 
Directors, and would have saved them 
much money. As a matter of fact, no 
one of the Directors was guilty of the 
ungentlemanlike behavior of playing the 
spy upon a trusted and honored President. 
In consequence of this honorable sensi- 
tiveness the trusted and honored President 
was enabled to make away with all the 
money before he was caught. But the 
money was invested and _ deposited 
in the bank on the pledge given 
to the stockholders and depositors 
by the names of the Directors that 
their investments and deposits would be 
faithfully and honestly looked after. The 
pledge thus implied was as completely 
broken and set at naught in the case of 
the Marine Bank as in the case of the 
Glasgow Bank. For breaking their im- 
plied pledge the Directors of the Glasgow 
Bank were very severely dealt with, 
whereas for the same offense the Directors 
of the Marine Bank are not likely to un- 
dergo any other penalty than that which 
is also undergone by their victims. The 
stockholders and depositors of the Marine 
Bank are probably of opinion that there 
is much to be said in favor of the more 
Draconian English system. 








THE PROTECTION OF OYSTERS. 

If the oyster has any appreciative 
friends in the present Legislature they 
ought to see to it that the bill for his pro- 
tection, prepared at the suggestion of Mr. 
BLACKFORD, does not fail of passage. Itis 
not the purpose of the bill to provide for 
the propagation of oysters, but to place a 
proper restraint on the taking of oysters 
out of season. From a series of careful 
experiments made by the New-York 
Fish Commissioner, the breeding time 
of the oyster in waters about New- 
York has been approximately determined. 
The close season, as proposed, is to be be- 
tween the 15th day of July and the ist 
of October, and for any disturbance of 
oyster beds within the jurisdiction of the 
State during that period there is proposed 
a penalty of $100 for each and every of- 
fense. The bill provides also for the de- 
struction of the greatest enemy of the 
oyster, the starfish, by authorizing the 
offer of a bounty of 25 cents per bushel 
for starfish when the quantity amounts 
to thirty or more bushels taken at any one 
time. 

Unfortunately, there is no way of 
reaching that other enemy of the oyster, 
the borer. The third section of the bill 
should meet with no opposition, for it 
makes provision not only for the protec- 
tion of oysters but of all fish. It declares 
that it shall be unlawful to place in any 
waters within the jurisdiction of the 
State any refuse matter, and the penalty 
for such an offense is a fine of $1,000. 
Apart from the noxious effects on human 
beings of the refuse of gas works, oil 
refineries, and starch works, poured into 
the waters of the Sound, it is absolutely 
certain that ‘these substances destroy 
fish and oysters. Section 4 is directed 
principally toward steamboats, which 
have the bad habit of dumping into the 
Sound their ashes, scattering these all 
along the oyster beds, killing oysters by 
thousands. Mr. BLackForp’s bill pro- 
poses that in the waters of the Sound a 
line shall be drawn from the lighthouse 
on the north point of Eaton’s Neck due 
north to the boundary line between New- 
York and Connecticut, and that the pen- 
alty for throwing cinders, ashes, refuse, 
or garbage within this limit shall be $500 
for every offense. 

With the advance made ‘in oyster cult- 
ure within the last few years there is 
reason to suppose that before long the

adding to the stock of fish, direct their 


attention to the artificial cultivation of the’ 


oyster.. If measures of this kind are to be 
carried out the first necessity is to pro- 
tect the oyster beds, otherwise it will be 
of little use to continue the experiments. 
It iseven now stated by those who have 
devoted their time to the study of this 
subject, looking at it not only on its scien- 
tific but on its practical side, that without 
such protection the time will not be far 
distant when the oyster within the waters 
of this State will be quite as rare as the

GOING OVER TO INDIA, 


A good deal is said in evangelical jour- 
nals of an alleged ‘‘ Romanizing party” in 
the Church of England, and occasionally 
some English clergyman goes over to 
Rome. No one, however, has suspected 
the existence of a Buddhaizing party in 
the church, but such a party evidently 
exists, for the Rev. Mr. LEADBETTER, an 
English curate, has gone to India and 
been solemnly received into the Buddhist 
communion. 

Mr. LEADBETTER thinks that Buddhism 
is.superior to Christianity because it re- 
quires its devotees to ‘believe only what is 
reasonable. That is to say, it is satisfac- 
tory to clergymen of a rationalistic turn 
of mind. Can it be that the Broad Church 
party is really, though secretly, a Bud- 
dhaizing party, and are clergymen like 
the new Bishop of London or the Rev. 
HEBER NEWTON remaining in the church 
in order the more effectively to induce 
their disciples to go over to India—or 
should we say Thibet ? 

There is at least as much reason to believe 
that this is the case as there is to believe 
that men like the late Dr. Pusry or the late 
lamented De Koven were secretly trying 
to make recruits for Rome. We find the 
members of the Buddhaizing party ventur- 
ing to differ in opinion from other church- 
men. This alone ought to cast suspicion 
upon their honesty, for the man who is 
unwilling to submit all questions of faith 
to the arbitrament of universal suffrage 
and to accept the verdict of the ma- 
jority as binding must be wrong. Then 
again, we find that the Buddhaizing 
party is not ashamed to say that 
many Buddhists are probably honest 
men, and that the creed of Buddhism 
has many admirable points. The Bud- 
dhaizers even go so far as to accept what 
Mr. LEADBETTER regards as the cardinal 
doctrine of Buddhism, the doctrine that a 
man should believe only what commends 
itself to his reason. Can we any longer 
doubt that a Broad Churchman is merely 
a Buddhist in disguise? Did not the fact 
that NEWMAN went over to Rome prove 
that all the Tractarians were Roman 
Catholics at heart? And similarly does 
not the reception of Mr. LEADBETTER into 
the so-called Buddhist Church prove that 
all Broad Churchmen are Buddhists, 
though they may lack the courage to fol- 
low his example? 

The Anglican Church ought, in the in- 
terests of harmony and peace, to prosecute 
all the Broad Churchmen and to drive them 
over to India, Nothing makes a church 
or a political party so strong as to drive 
out a large proportion of its members, 








The Democrats in the Legislature two 
years ago took the responsibility of pre- 
cipitating the question of abolishing con- 
tract labor in the prisons, after showing 
their utter incapacity for dealing with the 
subject directly. It was due to their 
course that the continuance of the sys- 
tem was prohibited. Now they persistent- 
ly stand in the way of every effort to pro- 
vide a substitute for it, and are even 
obstructing appropriations for employing 
the convicts on State account. If the tax- 
payers are burdened with hundreds’ of 
thousands of dollars of expense to main- 
tain convicts in idleness they will be 
responsible for it. They are opposed 
to the contract system, they seem 
indisposed to accept the piece-price plan, 
and they apparently dare not boldly favor 
the State account system, which has been 
discredited wherever and whenever it has 
been adopted. Still less do they dare direct- 
ly to advocate idleness or unprofitable labor 
in the prisons. Their position is practically 
one of mere obstruction. If they will not 
share in the responsibility of doing some- 
thing they cannot escape the still heavier 
responsibility of failure to do anything. 
The false step of two years ago has en- 
tailed serious consequences that might 
have been foreseen, and the party respon- 
sible for it will yet suffer the penalty. 





In the Spring the small boy’s fancy 
lightly turns to thoughts of crime. Two 
interesting youths were arrested yester- 
day in this city, armed to the teeth with 
tobacco and other offensive weapons, and 
bound for Texas, where they intended to 
engage in a career of crime ranging from 
arson to highway robbery and back 
again.

It is worth noting, perhaps, that 
the dime novel does not seem to have 
been among the determining causes of 
this juvenile enterprise. The general ex- 
pansiveness of the youthful spirit and its 
love of adventure will account for a high 
degree of ‘‘ cussedness” even in boys not 
at all of a literary turn of mind,

Sarakhs, the new outpost from which 
Russia is now watching Herat, stands on a rocky 
ridge overlooking the valley of the Heri River, 
just at the meeting point of the frontiers of Per 
sia, Afghanistan, and the Merv Desert, and 
about 170 miles northwest of Herat itself. It 
was formerly a piace of considerable strencth, 
and played an important part during the long 
wars between Afghanistan and Persia in the 
earlier part of the last century, but of late years 
it has been ‘entirely negiected, andits defenses 
are now in avery bad condition. The fortress 
is an irregular polygon in shape, with eleven 
bastions and numerous intermediate towers for 
musketry, which must have been formidably 
effective when well manned. At the time of the 
Russian occupation four years ago, however, 
the Persian garrison had dwindled down to 
700 ill-armed infantry and a handful of irregu- 
lar horsemen—a miserably inadequate force to 
defend a place whose circuit of walls would 
have required at least ten times that number— 
while only one or two of the eleven cumbrous 
and old-fashioned cannon that still lingered 
upon the crumbling ramparts were capable of 
being fired without bursting.

As was anticipated, this plan proved most ac- 
ceptable te Gen. Grant; much more acceptable 
than any offer of a pure gift. In talking of it 
Gen. Grant said that he liked California, and 
since the days when he was a young Lieutenant 
in the reguiar army stationed on this coast he 
desired to make his home in this State. The 
plan, with ail its details, was submitted to him, 
and he had signified his desire to acceptit. The 
Central Pacific Railroad had offered to bring the 
General and his family, with their household 
goods, to California in a special car. Prepara- 
tions had been made for the General to come to 
the State in the Spring and select the vineyard 
he wost preferred. 

A long telegram was sent to Mrs. Granton 
Saturday asking Gen. Grant whether he could 
not be moved to California at once. A reply 
was received an ts from him, in which he 
said that his physician forbade his leaving New- 
York. Thus for the present this effort to a¢@ 
Gen. Grant has failed.

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DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL. 
HERR ADOLF SONNENTHAL. 

Herr Adolf Sonnenthal appeared at the 
Thalia Theatre last evening, ina four-act drama 
by Wilprandt, entitled “ Die Tochter des Herrn 
Fabricius.”. The play rests upon a painful and 
‘Improbable story, which has some kinship 
to “Ia Morte Civile’ in respect of its 
principal personage, but is greatly inferior 
to the Italian tale in point of force and logical 
development. Stripped of unnecessary incidents, 
its plot may be summarily rehearsed. Fabricius, 
a hot-headed and thoughtless youth, has mar- 
ried Ida Reinhold, a well-known songstress. 
His wife proves unworthy of his love and 
soon turns him out of doors. While wan- 
dering about in 1 destitute condition he 
yields to temptation, and being surprised 
in an attempt to rob, stabs the occupant of the 
bouse he has entered. For this misdeed he un- 
dergoes 24 years’ imprisonment. On his release 
he finds that a daughter, born to him 
after his incarceration, has been forsaken 
by her mother, and has since married, 
giver birth to a child, and become a 
widow. Agathe has. earned her livelihood 


in a glove factory owned by Herr Rolf. While 
thus employed she is sought out by her mother 
‘to whose prayers for forgiveness she turns a 
deat ear. But when she discovers that the poor 
wretch who seeks assistance of Rolf is her 





father, she romptly clasps him to 
her bosom. he sequel is easily told. 
Rolf has become enamored of. the girl 


and asks her hand in marriage. Just as the 
couple are betrothed Agathe’s father, who has 
picked up a locket dropped by his wife in - Rolt’s 
-park, is arrested on suspicion of theft. The last 
ot the four acts is devoted to clearing Fabricius 
of this new charge, and this is accomplished— 
rather clumsily, perhaps, but at a stage of events 
When no one cares ta Jook too closely into the 
dramatist’s methods—by the wife’s declaring, 
previous to disappearing forever, that the locket 
is Fabricius’s:. property. All this, as may 
be inferred, is neither new nor original, but the 
emotional quality of some of the scenes is very 
marked, and although there is. a feeling that 
everything must come to a satisfactory conclu- 
sion before the curtain falls, ** Die Tochter des 
Heren Fabricius’ is a kind of play 
that people sit out with intent to make 
Bure of the nature of the dénouement. We 
have a dim recoijlection that an. English version 
of.the piece was acted at Daly’s theatre some 
ware since, and that it was not successful.

Herr Sonnenthal’s delineation of 
Fabricius last night, although it .would have 
gtTown a little monotonous had the performer 
been more continuously on the boards, was 
thoughtful, earnest, and finished. Twice the 
sincerity and pathos of his acting produced a 
profound erfect—once in the second act, when 
he..tells his story to lf in a tone of de- 
pression and with an air of humility than 
which nothing could be more _ touching, 
and again in the last, when, striving to preserve 
his daughter from the shame of being publicly 
penne ged the child of a criminal, he denies 
er until an appeal from his little grandson 
breaks down his determination, Among the 
gentler sex, at least, there. were few dry eyes in 
the house when this scene was reached,.and at 
“both points noticed the plaudits and recalls were 
well-nigh unceasing. Herr Sonnenthal’s support 
was quite efficient. Friulein Herwegh's Acathe 
‘was scarcely as impassioned an effort as could 
have been wished, but Frau Schamberg’s Ida— 
the heartless wife and motber—proved a vigor- 
ous. personation, and Frau Schmitz’s Wohl- 
muth—a middle-aged nurse, speaking in a

That this work 
sbould be unfamiliar to the New-York public 1s 
one of the peculiar facts in the history of comic 
opera in this city. It has much more to recom- 
‘mend it to managers than many of the accumu-

It has an interesting story, which, without rising 
above the legitimate plane of comic opera, pos- 
gessés interest enough to hold the sympathies of 
the audience throughout. This story is devel- 
oped in a skillful manner,and the climaxes of the 
acts have sufficient dramatic strength to leave 
good impressions upon the auditors. There isan 
abundance of movement in. the opera, and. the 
dialogue, while not remarkable for wit, has 
many bumorous lines, which, aided by really 
tunny situations, evoke hearty laughter.

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

A lady named, according to the bills, 
Nadia de Rotchkoff, and said to be a Russian and 
a baroness, appeared in the character of Camille 
in the familiar adaptation of Dumas’s ** Dame 
aux Camélias” at Wallack’s Theatre yesterday 
afternoon in the presence of an audience which 
evidently included a large number of her per- 
sonal friends—Russian baronesses themselves, 
perhaps. Besides these enthusiastic persons the 
audience was made up chiefly of actors and 
newspaper men. Miss de Rotchkoff isa lady of 
pleasing appearance, although itis quite plain 
that she would be seen to better advantage off 


the stage than onit. She is of low stature, and 
her features are not sufficiently prominent to 
enable her to make a striking impression behind 
the footlights. Her voice, which isnot power- 
ful, betrays ber foreign origin. Part of the 
time yesterday she was inaudible, and when 
her tones were sufficientiy strong to reach 
the ears of people in the centre of the 
house faulty pronunciation and misplaced 
emphasis often made her words unintelligible. 
Of emotion, perception of character, or dramatic 
aptitude her performance showed no trace. She 
had evidently been trained to the conventional 
“ business’? of the part, but even with such 
preparation her gestures were frequently inap- 
propriate and the expressions of her face with- 
out meaning. Her gowns were costly and ele- 
gant, and the lady would probably appear grace- 
tul in a drawing room, but she did not ade- 
qaneey fill the stage picture. It will be inferred 
rom this recital of the facts attendant upon 
Miss de Rotchkoff’s début that the effort was a 
conspicuous failure. Further comment upon 
the performance is therefore unnecessary. We 
deem it just to the lady herself to speak plainly, 
and it is of the greatest. importance to the best 
interests of the stage that aspirants no better 
qualified than Miss de Rotchkoff should not be 
encouraged.

BISHOP LAY’S LECTURE. 





PHILOSOPHY FOR THE STUDENTS OF A 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

Before the students of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary and a scattering of out- 
siders at St. Peter’s Church Jast evening 
the Right Rev. Henry C. Lay, D. D., 
Bishop of Easton, lectured on ‘“*The Autono- 
my of the Particular or National Church,” 
it being the second lecture of his course on 
“Taw, Liberty, and Loyalty in a Church, Na- 
tional and Pure,” which will occupy the atten- 
tion of the students Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings until Easter. The story of man’s re- 
demption, said Bishop Lay, finds its conclu- 
sion notin the result of the great Easter day. 
Moral truth, however well enunciated, loses 
its hold on men and escapes in tbe cloudiand of 
speculation unless wrought in nature. If love 
was todo its work it was necessary that truth 
should find a living organism. So truth was 
committed to the church, like leaven, that 
all humanity might be leavened. It was 
for the consummation and _ dissemination 
of the Gospel that the apparatus of 
the church had to be applied. Waiving 
congregational and Papal controversies Bishop 
Lay asked his hearers to take a broad survey of 
the church when it had become firmly rooted. 
There was unity reconciled with diversity. Pas- 
cal said, ** Unity which does not depend on plu- 
rality is tyranny.”” When the Lord fed the 5,000 
He afforded a parable of the economic principles 
of His church. 

While contending for the divine authority of 
the Church the State should also be remembered. 
Civil rules in their spheres, said the Bishop, were 
as representative of God as priests and minis- 
ters in theirs. Among the incidental purposes 
of relizion it was intended to strengthen civil 
rule. State and Church movedin separate orbits, 
but there was an interchange of sympathies and 
influences which forbade either to say **I have 
no need of you.” The Church was the bulwark 
of the throne. and in turn Kings were the 
fathers and Queens the mothers of the Church. 
Church.and State were the great factors in life. 
In things discretionary and mutable the Church 
from the bezining had regard for the State, The 
unity of the Church was its substance. 

Bishop Lay. in’ conclusion, reviewed the _his- 
tory and events of the Gallican Church. How- 
ever man might mar the work of God, hesaid, he 
could never destroy or frustrate it. If anything 
was alive with instinct, energy, affection, and 
deeds of charity, it was the Church of England. 
As to the Church of Rome, none might charge 
it with apostasy. The lecture next Tuesday 
evening wil! be on “The Church in the United 
States, Legitimate and Pure.”

GEN. GRANTS CONDITION 








THE CONTINUED PROGRESS OF 
: THE DISEASE. 

THE LOCAL DIFFICULTY MARKEDLY IN- 
CREASED — BROWN, THE SPECIALIST, 
NOT ALLOWED TO SEE THE PATIENT. 

The following report of Gen. Grant’s 
condition is from the Medical Record to be issued 


to-morrow: 


‘** Since the last bulletin of the Medical Record 
was issued a consuitation has been held on Gen. 
Grant’s case, attended by Drs. Fordyce Barker, 
J. H. Douglas, Henry B. Sands, and George F. 
Shrady. At that time, Sunday, March 8, the gen- 
eral condition of the distineulshea patient was 
quite feeble, although he was able to walk across 
his library and seat himself in the chair for the 
necessary examination of his throat. The latter 
was possible without giving him pain. It was 
found that the ulceration of the posterior pillar 
of the mght fauces had extended, and 
that the perforation at the base of -the 
anterior pillar had increased, so that its internal 
edge was converted into asmall bridle of tissue, 
The entire soft palate was uniformly reddened 
and swollen, and the right posterior border of 
the tongue was indurated from a point justin 
front of the anterior pillar of the fauces as far 
back as could be reached by tle finger. The 
gland under the right angle of the jaw was still 
enlarged and hard, but quite movable. The 
pain in the ear had entirely disappeared and 
there was no special difficulty in swallowing, 
neither was there any marked salivation. The 
most grateful local application to the throat, 
next to the spray of a 4 per cent. solution of 
cocoaine, was that of a hot solution of salt and 
water, in the proportion of five parts to the 
thousand, used occasionally as a gargle. 

“The patient complained that his sleep was 
irregular and fitful, and that he was thereby 
converting right into day. Codeine in grain 
doses was accordingly recommended as the ano- 
dyne; otherwise no change in the general treat- 
ment was suggested. The local applications em- 
ployed by Dr. Douglas were tully indorsed. The 
previous diavnosis of the disease of the throat 
was unanimously contirmed. The administra- 
tion of the anodyne was subsequently attended 
with the good result of securing five hours of 
uninterrupted slumber ata time. Inthe course 
of the following three days the effect was not so 
marked, and another sedative was prescribed, 
The angry redness of the palatal curtain has ina 
measure disappeared, and there is now occupy- 
ing a considerable portion of it: left side a tri- 
angular-shaped, sharply defined granular ex- 
uberance, which has an ominous appearance. 

“The ulcerative process in the anterior pillar 
has, since the consultation, extended to the ad- 
joining side of the tongue, and the bridle of tis- 
sue bounding the perforation of th» anterior 
plilar - internally gave way on Wednesday. 
During Thursday the patient was in a reason- 
ably comfortable state; his temperature was 
normal and his pulse regular, but he was suffer- 
ing somewhat from the effects of insomnia. His 
digestion is good, and semi-solid food is taken 
easily and with a reasonable relish. He suffers 
no pain. Inthe face of all these general symp- 
toms the local malady has markedly increased, 
and the parts in the vicinity of the ulcerations 
are becoming more infiltrated.”’ 

Gen. Grant’s condition did not differ essentially 
yesterday from that of the previous day. The 
night preceeding was spent restlessly by the Gen- 
eral, and he was compelled to sleep con- 
siderably during the day to make up 
for it. This he succeeded in doing, and, 
as @& consequence, gained about his usual 
amount of sieep. He had a little pain in 
his head during the night, complaining of it 
especially in his ear. His pulse and temperature 
were about normal. He took considerable food 
during the day. Dr. Douglas found the General 
sitting up last night on his late call and appear- 
ing quite cheerful. Dr. Douglas said he could 
not say his patient was avy better than on 
Wednesday, nor could he say he was any worse. 

Wallace Brown, who claims t» be & specialist 
in the treatment of cancer, @nd who came all 
the way from North Adams, Mass., to examine 
Gen. Grant, and, if possible, treat him, will re- 
turn to his home not only without accomplish- 
ing the avowed object of his visit, but without 
even the satisfaction of being able to tell his 
neighbors that his eyes have looked upon the 
General. Mr. Brown arrived in this city on 
Wednesday morning, coming, according to a 
dispatch from North Adams, published yester- 
day, on the assurance of Stephen B. Elkins that 
Col. Frederick Grant had said that he might see 
his father, though the physiciansin charge might 
not allow him to operate. 

Col. Grant related his share in the Brown epi- 
sode to a T MES reporter vesterday. He said: 
‘“*T wasin the criminal court yesterday—not a 
very cood place to be, but I was only there as a 
witness—when Mr. Elkins came to me and told 
me this man Brown was in the city. He had 
treated some one of Mr. Elkins’s family. I be- 
lieve, and Mr. Elkins wanted me to let htm see 
my father. Mr. Brown's father, W. E. Brown, 
has discovered something which he claims to be 
a cure for cancer, and the son has set himself up 
as a specialist in the disease. I told Elkins that 
my father was in charge of the most competent 
physicians in the city, and I could. not allow any 
specialist to see him without their authority. I 
told, him, however, that I would give him a let- 
ter introducing Mr. Brown to Dr. Douglas, and 
if the doctor consented T would:admit: him to see 
my father. I gave Elkins the letter for Brown, 
and that was the beginning and end of my 
agency in Mr. Brown's appearance here.”’ 

““I can take up the story at this point,” said 
Dr. Douglas, who had just finished bis afternoon 
consultation with Dr. Barker after visiting Gen. 
Grant. ‘* Mr. Brown came to my office yester- 
day afternoon with Col. Grant’s letter of intro- 
duction and asked me to permit him to see the 
Genera). I asked himif he wasa doctor and he 
said no, but he had a specific which was a sure 
cure forcancer. He had treated the late Frede- 
rick L. Talcott and cured him. Now, as Mr. 
Talcott Gied of cancer I have excellent reason to 
doubt at least part of this statement. I told Mr. 
Brown that I could not possibly give my consent 
to his seeing the General unless he first secured 
the consent of Dr. Fordyce Barker, and 1 sent 
him to the doctor with Col. Grant's letter. That 
is the beginning and the end of my connection 
with Mr. Wallace Brown.” 

*“ And I can complete the story of Mr. Brown’s 
adventures,” said Dr. Barker. ‘*The man came 
to meand admitted that he was not a medical 
man, but said he had something which he ap- 
— to the patient and it cured him. I asked 

im what his mysterious preparation was, but 
he refused to tell me, saying that that was his 
secret. I asked himif it destroyed tissue, and he 
said it did. Now, as the character of the disease 
from which Gen. Grant is suffering is to destroy 
tissue, and as that is the very thine we are try- 
ing to prevent, it is not likely that we would 
allow this man to step in and undo all that we 
have done. I told Mr. Brown that he could not 
see Gen. Grant, and that was the beginning and 
end of my connection with him.” 

Mr. Brown appeared at Gen. Grant’s house at 
about 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. He was 
let in upon the statement that he was to meet 
Dr. Barker by appointment. Col. Grant came 
down and talked with him foratime. He told 
Brown that after conferring with thedoctors he 
could not let him see the General unless he 
would state what his treatment was. This 
Brown refused to tell. He said, however, 
there was no arsenic used. Brown afterward 
said that Dr. Barker had told him tocall at the 
house, and that he would see him thereor leave 
a note for him. Brown claimed that he had 
cured Dr. Daniel B. St. John Roosa’s father. Dr. 
Roosa told Dr. Barker yesterday that his father 
did not havea cancer, nor ever had one. Mr. 
Brown will return to North Adams at once. .

HANDEL AT HALLE. 

Halle (Saxony) Dispatch to the London Daily News 

The house in which Handel was born 
here 200 years ago still stands in a narrow street 
called the Grosser Schlamm. It isa two-story 
building, with a high roof, and bears the name 
and effigy of the * Yellow Stag.” In connection 
with to-day’s celebration its front has been com- 
pletely renovated. A fine colossal bust of Han- 
del is placed in a niche over the door, and the 
names of his great oratorios and other works are 
fixed in golden letters along the front of the 
building, as aiso a marbke tablet recording his 


birth there. The main celebration took place at 
noon to-day. The public ceremony before the 
Handel statue was very picturesque under the 
clear Winter sky, with snow covering the roofs, 
flags and banners fluttering in the breeze, and the 
entire market place densely crowded with people, 
above whom towered the composer's great 
statue, with alaurel wreath placed on the head. 
All the windows facing the market were filled 
with spectators. Even the galleries aruund the 
high towers of St. Mary’s Church and the bridge 
connecting the latter were crowded. The pro- 
ceedings opened with Handel’s most popular air, 
**See the conquering hero comes,” performed 
by a military band stationed on the balcony of 
the Town Hall. Herr Schneider, the Burgomas- 
ter of Halle, then from a stand facing the 
statue delivered an address, in which he pointed 
out the significance of the day and the immortal 
achievements of Handel. that first, best, and 
noblest son of Halle, In’ concluding he 
placed a large wreathinthe name of the town 
on the railing surrounding the monument. 
While the band played the march from 
** Joshua” delegates of the singing and other so- 
cieties also {placed ¢wreaths, jnumbering {nearly 
50, around the monument, including'‘one from the 
Dom Church congregation: to their organist, 
Handel. The complete absence of any represent- 
atives or tokens from England was much re- 
marked. The celebration concluded this even- 
ng with the performance of the * Messiah” in 
St. Mary’s Church, id-which Handel took his first 
lessons on the organ. The oratorio was given 
according to the arrangement by Mozart and 
Franz in the most perfect manner. Tho solo 
singers, the orchestra, and’the chorus of the 
Haile Singing Academy, all did full justice to 
this glorious composition. The choruses, * Sure- 
ly he hath borne,” and the great ‘* Hallelujah,” 
were delivered with overpowering effect. 








INTERESTING INMATES OF A SMALL AVIAR 
IN CONNECTICUT. 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Courant. 

Our aviary is a source of unceasing de- 
light. It is only a cheap affair, composed of 
three sashes (with double glass) 4 feet in width 
by 5 in height, built as a bay window, with the 
floor about four inches below the sill of the 
window, which was removed, and which was 
supplanted by wire netting, a part of which 
formed a door between the sitting room 
and aviary for convenience of feeding the 
birds, &c.; the roof composed of matched 
pine, and the whole costing less than $15: 


dollars; this constitutes our aviary. It is not an 
elaborate affair or costly. but is all that is neces- 
sary for the accommodation and comfort ofa 
small collection of birds, 4 from 12 to 13 of the 
different kinds of our smaller birds, as the spar- 
rows, the titmice, (or chickadees,) canaries, &c., 
and asmaller number of larger ones. It is sup- 
plied with two stationary perches extending the 
entire length of the cage, and one swinging 
perch. The floor of the aviary is always kept 
covered with gravel to the depth of half an inch 
or more, which needs to be frequently changed. 

Among the most interesting of the wild birds 
which we have caught and confined in our 
aviary are the grosbeaks which, though hab- 
itants of Hudson’s Bay and vicinity, and only 
occasional] visitants here, were seen in unusual 
numbers last Winter, and several of which I 
succeeded in capturing. They are the most de- 
voted and fascinating of all our pets, and within 
24 hours from the time of their capture would 
hop upon the fingers and eat seeds from the 
hand of any one who gently offered them, and 
seemed perfectly contented with their new home 
and surroundings. They are wonderfully fond 
of the berries of the red cedar, and one had only 
to offer them a handful of these to make friends 
with them at once. 

It is interesting to observe the maternal 
ee that has sprung up between one of 
the grosbeaks and a slate-colored snowbird, 
(Junco hyemalis) which each morning takes. his 
position beside the grosbeak, and as fast as she 
cracks the canary seeds he takes them from her 
bill. throws away the shell, and swailows the 
kerne)], and both seem perfectly satisfied with 
this arrangement. Another snowbird in the 
aviary never ventures upon the privilege ac- 
corded to his companion, 

The pet of the birds in our aviary is the lesser 
redpoll, a bird smaller than the song sparrows, 
with red neck, breast, and back, and, contrary 
to the description given of his Winter dress, has 
a yellow instead of a red poll. Although a small 
bird, and having but one sound leg, he “* knows 
his rights, and, knowing, dare maintain.” He is 
not at all quarrelsome, however, but will not be 
**bossed”’ by the best of them. All the birds are 

uite considerate of him, owing possibly to the 

act that he is a cripple, and make way for and 
ee him a place at the seed dish woenever he 
ops toward it. 

An interesting phenomenon, and one for which 
Tamas yet unable to account, is the change of 
plumage of two outof the ttree female gros- 
beaks I have now confined in my aviary. When 
caught one year since their plumage was the 
same and corresponded with the description 
given by ornithologists, viz.: female, ashy 
brownish above, tinged with greenish yellow 
beneath; top of head, rump, and upper ta'l 
covents brownish gamboge vellow. When they 
shed their feathers and renewed their plumage 
last Autumn two of them appeared in an en- 
tirely new dress, viz., the head, neck, and _ breast 
feathers of a handsome bright orange, while the 
plumage of the third is the same as 1t wds when 
she was caught. They areall beauties and not 
at all disposed to be tyrannical or quarrelsome. 

Another pet of the aviary is the quail, (Ortyax 
Virginianus.) Although a little shy for a few 
weeks, it is domesticated by careful treat- 
ment and handling, and soon becomes one of 
the gentlest and most pleasing of the birds. 
His shrill ‘** Bob White” is heard as soon as the 
daylight begins to dawn, from the beginning to 
the end of Summer. He never guarrels, and al- 
lows the smaller birds to take all sorts of liber- 
ties with him at all times.

A BRILLIANT SCENE AT THE ACADEMY OF 
MUSIC LAST NIGHT. 

“Tight and joy, gladness and honor,” 
are implied by the word Purim, and certainly ail 
of these qualities were suggested by the brilliant 
scene at the Purim ball in the Academy of 
Music last night.

About 350 members of the club attended the 


meeting last night, and an unusual degree of in- 
terest was manifested in the proceedings. Sena- 
tor Evarts, who is President of the club, was ab- 
sent, and Vice-President Noah Davis presided. 


The following preamble and resolution was in- 
troduced by J. N. A. Griswold: 

Whereas, The Committee on Admissions, or some of 
them, have recently, through the Secretary of the 
club, (a3 shown by the correspondence just read.) de- 
manded from the proposers of candidates for admis- 
sion to the club “how they [the candidates] voted at 
the last Presidential election:” and 

Whereas, There is nothing in the constitution, 
charter, or by-laws that gives warrant for any such 
test of membership; and 

Whereas, Such questions are in contravention of the 
secrecy of the ballot, and calculated to destroy the in- 
dependence of the voters; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Committee on Admissions were 
wrong in making the demand, and are hereby in- 
structed to omit any such questions for the future. 

Mr. Griswold spoke briefly in favor of the 
adoption of the resolution. He said that there 
wus nothingin the constitution or by-laws of 
the club that warranted the Committee on Ad- 
missions in asking an applicant for memberskip 
how he voted at any election. 

One of the members of the club raised the 
point of order that to adopt the resolution 
would be to change the by-law describing the 
duties of the Committee on Admissions. That 

articular by-law provides that. ** the proceed- 

ngs of the Committee on Admissions shall be 
secret and confidential, and no member of such 
committee shall be questioned as to the action 
of the committee.”’ Thirty days’ notice must be 
given before a by-law can be changed. . 

The Hon. Theodore Roosevelt suggested that 
if the point of order was well taken the diffi- 
culty might be avoided by modifying the reso- 
lution. He submitted the following as a substi- 
Fn for Mr. Griswold’s preamble and resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That it is inadvisable for the Committee on 
Admissions to question the proposers of candidates for 
admission to the club how they (the candidates) voted 
at the last Presidential election, and the said commit- 
tee is hereby requested to omit any such questions for 
the future. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that his resolution, if 
adopted, would express the sense of the meeting 
in a satisfactory way without placing any man- 
datory restriction on the committee. He spoke 
warmly in favor of the resolution. 

Joseph W. Howe, Chairman of the Committee 
on Admissions, opposed the adoption of the reso- 
lution. He thought the club should observe the 
spirit of its by-laws and refrain from interfering 
with the committee in any way. Brayton Ives, 
who is a member of the committee, spoke in a 
similar vein, as did also Dexter A. Hawkins. 

Jackson §S. Schultz urged that Mr. Roosevelt's 
resolution be adopted. He did not believe in 
protgneine the animosities of the last campaign. 

r. ©. N. Agnew and Charles Collins also spoke 
in favor of the resolution. Mr. Griswold 
withdrew his preamble and _ resolution. 
During the discussion an incidental test vote 
was taken, which showed that 163 members were 
with Roosevelt and 161 members against him. 
On the direct vote, however, the resolution was 
adopted by a standing vote, and a very decided 
majority were found to be in favor of it. Al- 
though the meeting was an animated one it was 
marked by good temper. 

Thirteen new members were elected, including 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, H. McK. Twombly, and E, 
8. Auchincloss. 

The following preamble and resolution had 
been prepared, but the Acting Secretary stated 
that it was not read last evening: 

Whereas, It has come to the knowledge of some of 
the members of the club that Mr. George Gordon 
King, of Newport, R. I., proposed by Argyle Watso 
seconded by Hugh T. Dickey, and indorsed by Hoff- 
man Miller, James C. Carter, Joseph H. Choate, and 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., has been rejected from member- 
ship by the Committe on Admissions, solely. as it is be- 
lieved, because he did not vote the full Republican 
ticket at the last Presidential election; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Committee on Admissions are re- 
| Senn to reconsider the case of Mr. King, and that, if 
there be nothing other than political grounds against 
him, they be requested to present his name for admis- 
sion at the next regular meeting of the ciub. 








MLLE. GUILLAUMIN, THE PUBLISHER. 
Paris Letter to the London Truth. 

Mile. Guillaumin, who died last week, 
was, for six years before her father’s death and 
for 20 subsequent. years, the directress of La 
Revwueides Economistes and of a great publishing 
establishment. She was little, alert in her move- 
ments, and gay and witty in her conversation 
when she had leisure to converse. Her editor, 
sub-editors, proofreaders, and many of her 
typographic staff used to dine with her 


once a week, and she often had the 
women who folded and stitched the vol- 
umes that issued from her presses to 


Sunday entertainments. She said she should 
be for equal rights if she had time to claim 
them. lle. Guillaumin boasted that she 
never quarreled with any one in her employ- 
ment. She did not believe that the stronger sex 
were ever actuated by chivalry in trade relations, 
ana she held that the sooner women get rid of 
the delusion the better it will be forthem. This 
remarkable type of a French old maid was natty, 
but too absorbed in business to be coguettish. 
She lived in a handsome and spacious flat in 
the Rue Richelieu, over her printing and 
publishing offices. A younger sister, no taller, 
but rather thinner than the “ directress,” was the 
housekeeper. There was a great air of solid 
comfort and serious old-fashioned magnificence 
in thesitting rooms. In her office Mile.Guillaumin 
used to weara muslin cay and black skirt with 
a loose, plain jacket. She had a rare faculty, 
and a happy one fora publisher, of estimating 
rapidly the value of a manuscript. She refused 
to look at anything from a candidate fora post 
on her staff if it were not written in a hand clear 
as print. She was a Freethinker, intellectually 
speaking, and yet from sentiment, and that only, 
a devout Catholic. Most of the celebrated and 
eminent men who have within the last 40 years 
written on financial and economical questions 
were known to her personally.

graph and not go on to inventa reading ma- 
chine whereby books should be printed upon 
cylinders of metal would be as if the ages of 

aust and Gutenberg had remained content 
with immovable types. The written word has 
already been made immortal, and the world has 
been half revolutionized thereby; it only now 
remains to complete the revolution by giving 
immortality to the spoken word as well. 
The metal cylinders might be worn in the hat, 
and the sounds be'conveyed to the ear by wires. 
There would no more cases of blinded eye- 
sight from poring over miserable books; the old 
quarrel between. physical and intellectual devel- 
De pnd would disappear, for “the good genius 
of humanity” in his metal box would accompany 
men to the moor and the fields and the ditch. 
The weary learning of an unphonetic written 
language could be neglected, ana precious years 
of our lives would be saved from waste. Foreign 
languages would be learned with far greater 
ease, for wherever a book was there the spoken 
language would be. The political consequences 
ot the invention are passed over by the writer, 
but it would clearly be most important. For one 
thing, the necessity for a representative Parlia- 
ment would disappear, and direct government 
by the people would once more become possible. 
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- THE WIFE OF A NEGRO, 
A STRANGE CASE BROUGHT TO LIGHT BY 
THE DEATH OF A. QUAKERESS, 

PurtapELpHrA, March 12.—The Times 
has information that the city of Bristol is great- 
ly excited over a case of miscegenation. On Satur- 
day last Miss Elizabeth P. Hulme, the daughter of 
Richard Hulme, a member of the Society of 


Friends and a well-known citizen of Bristol, died 


suddenly,and on Tuesday she was buried from the 
residence of her father. It was noted by the 
neighborsthat many of the reiatives of the 
Hulme family did not attend the funeral. This 
‘was generally commented on, and the numerous 
inquiries made as to the reason for the absence 
- the near relatives brought out a remarkabie 
story. 

Miss Hulme was about 35 years of age and 
lived with her parents on Washington-street 
near Wood. She was comely, went into 
society rarely, but what company she kept 
was always of the hen it was 
whispered:on the day of her funeral that she 
had married a colored man three years before 
her death there were many who refused to 
lieve the story. Miss Elizabeth P. Hulme was the 
niece of Misses Sarah and Elizabeth Paul, two 
maiden ladies who owned a farm in Bensalem 
Township, about four miles northwest of 
Bristol. They were reputed to be wealthy, 
and stood high in the Society of Friends, 
who live in that neighborhood. Miss 
Hulme lived with her aged aunts in her girlhood 
and it was at their house that she met the color 
™man she subsequently married. He was em- 
ployed by the ladies to manage the farm 
which had been left tothem and a brother by 
their father. Miss Sarah Paul died many years 
ago, leaving her share of the property 
to ‘her sister, and Miss Elizabeth died in 
879, having previously taken up_ her 
residence in Bristol. Her house was on Radcliffe- 
street, near Walnut, In her will she bequeathed 
her house and her personal effects to Miss Eliza- 
beth P. Hulme and her sister Sarah, provid- 
ing that the survivor of the two should 
have the whole property. After her death the 
furniture in her house and the old china and 
bric-d-brac that she bad collected were sold at 
public auction, the proceeds being a large sum. 
Miss Sarah Hulme dying shortly after the death 
of her aunt, Miss Elizabeth came into possession 
of the whole property save a life interest of John 
= Paul, a brother of the maiden aunt, in the 
‘arm, 

George Buck, who was the manager for 
the Misses Paul, is a mulatto of a mahog- 





any shade, and was brought up by a 
family of the Society of Friends living near 
Bristol. He received a fair common school 


education, and when old Mrs. Paul died Buck 
was made overseer of the farm. When Miss 
Paul' moved into Bristol she left the manage- 
ment of the farm entirely in the hands of 
George Buck, and his visits to her residence in 
Bristol were frequent. 

Buck, who is about 45 years of age, is now em- 
ployed by Dr. Brown, of 1,107 Girard-street, 
Philadelphia. Hesald this evening: “I mar- 
ried Miss Hulme Dec, 10, 1881, in the city of 
New-York. Wewere married by a clergyman 
and in the presence of witnesses. The certificate 
of our marriage is inthe vaults of the Phila- 
delphia Trust Company. with the bonds and 
other securities that belonged to my wife. 
Here is the last letter she wrote me. 
You can see she addresses me as ** Dear hus- 
band,” and signs herself, ** Lovingly, your wife.” 
In that letter she speaks of the probability of 
our marriage being made public. knew 
her when she was but 6. years old. 
In her will she Jeaves me $5,000 in cash or securi- 
ties equal to cash without deduction for taxes, 
and the rest of her property she leaves 
to her younger sister, Annie R. Hulme. I 
have as yet laid no claim to the property, but 
the proof of her will is clear, and I shall 
have no difficulty in proving my marriage. 
I was at my wife’s funeral on Tuesday 
last, but did not accompany the body to the 
grave. Among those present at the house were 
Mrs. Elizabeth Paxon and Mrs. Rebecca Tredell. 
Il have always been honest and hard working, 
and no onecan bring a charge against me of 
wrong-doing.”’ 

S=In Bristoi the story goes that Miss Elizabeth 
and George Buck were privately married in that 
town. John Tabran, who was one of the 
witnesses to her will, and whose father, 
William |?!Tabran, is sole :Executor under 
the will, said: ‘* The will was drawn up by Miss 
Hulme herself, and myself and mv _ father 
witnessed it. think it was dated in 
May, 1881, but of that I am not certain. 
‘All T know fs ina 4 she signedfit with her maiden 
name, Elizabeth P.Hulme, and: hence, I presume 
she was not at that time married, 
know George Buck very well. He is a 
respectable colored man, and was once em- 
ployed by us. He told me that the two wit- 
nesses to his marriage were stillliving. Miss 
Hulme's wiil is in the hands of B. F. Gilkeson, a 
Bristol lawyer.” 

The most extraordinary part of the story is 
the secrecy maintained for more than three 
years by Mrs. Buck as to her marriage. All that 
time she lived with her parents 1n Bristol, passing 
under her maiden name, and never until the 
day of her death did they suspect the 
relations that existed between their daugh- 
ter and George Buck. On Wednesday morn- 
ing there was a gathering of the relatives 
at her father’s house, and on that occasion Will- 
iam Tabran, her Executor. read the will. 


“Richard Hulme, the father, held down 
his head in shame during the reading,” 
said an eyewitness of the scene, “and 


went out of the room a broken man. His wife, 
too,was greatly shocked."’ Some of the neighbors 
say that Mrs. Richard Hulme was made aware 
of the marriage some time before the death of 
Mrs. Buck, and that it was remorse or the weight 
of the terrible secret on her mind that caused 
ner illness. It was said to-day. that an attempt 
would be made by the near relatives of Miss 
Hulme to contest the will on-the ground that 
the marriage was not legal.

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HORSE CARS IN BROADWAY 


THE DECISION MADE BY THE COM- 
MISSIONERS. 
FINDING THAT A RAILWAY IS NEEDED AND 
THAT IT SHOULD BE A HORSE CAR LINE, 
NOT A CABLE ROAD, 


Sidney S. Harris, Samuel B. H. Vance, 
and George W. T. Lord, the Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court to determine 
whether 3 railway ought to be constructed on 
Broadway from the Battery to Union-square, 
West, near Fifteenth-street, filed-a report yes- 
terday in favor of a horse railway over that 
route,as proposed by the Broadway Surface 
Railroad Company. The commission met for 
the first time on Jan. 3, and the public hearings 
were continued until March 5. The following is 
the substance of the reasons given by the Com- 
missioners for their decision: 

We, the Commissioners, are convinced that 
there is a public necessity for the construction 
and operation of a surface railroad on Broad- 
Way,. between the Battery and Union-square. 
The southern portion of the city from the Bat- 
tery to Chambers-street, especially on Broadway 
and in its vicinity, has greatly changed within a 
comparatively recent period, both in respect to 
the character and amount of business done and 
in the ‘size and value of the buildings erected, 


affording accommodations for a vast and in- 
creasing number of business men who have 
their offices and transact much of their business 
in this Jocality. The improvement in this por- 
tion of the city is due partly to the increas- 
ing population and partly to the facilities 
for transit which have been _ afforded 
by the elevated roads. Between Chambers- 
street and Fourteenth-street the improvement 
is much less perceptible, although some valuable 
buildings have been erected. The population of 
the city has reached, according to the estimates 
of some witnesses, over 1,500,000, and is constant- 
ly increasing. Witb the growth of population 
there is necessarily an increase in the amount of 
business transacted and in the number of per- 
sons engaged in business, and. this will. increase 
the necessity which now exists for xdditional 
accommodations for ‘travel on Broadway, and 
Particularly necessary facilities for short rides. 
Street cars would much more convenient 
than the stages now in use, because they are 
easier of ingress and egress, are ordinaiily more 
expeditious, and decidedly more safeand com- 
fortable for ali classes of people. 

The Commissioners are satisfied that the cars 
required to properly equip and operate a street 
railroad on Broadway will less in number, ' 
and will not incommode or interfere with the 
ordinary public travel on the street so much as 
the omnibuses which are now running. thereon. 
italso appears that an. arrangement exits be- 
tween the Broadway Surface Railroad Company 
and the proprietors of the stages now running 
on Broadway whereby, when the operation of 
the proposed railroad is to commence, the stages 
are to be withdrawn. Such removal will 
contribute much to the relief of that 
street. The surface of Broadway can never be 
utilized’ for any system of rapid transit 
for long distances, and underground or elevated 
railroads cannot meet the demand for short rides, 
Notwithstanding the operation of the elevated 
railroads, carrying millions of passengers annu- 
ally, the growth of commercial interests is 
Jargely dependeat not only upon sufficient ac- 
commodation for the transportation of goods, 
but also upon ample, convenient, and comforta- 
bie’ facilities for passenger travel upon our 
streets. There is a community of interests in all 
the departments of commerce carried on in 
Broadway, and adequate means for the transpor- 
tation of passengers forms part of this com- 
munity of interests. Any inconvenience from a 
surface road will be soon adjusted. 

The Broadway Surface Railroad Company has 
formally. accepted the consentof the Common 
Council, binding the company to build, equip, 
and commence to operate its proposed road with- 
in one year after the report of the commission is 
confirmed by the court. The company has also 
executed to the city a bond with sufticient sure- 
ties, which has been approved, in the penal sum 
of $100.000, conditioned for the regular payment 
to the city of the annual sum of $40,000in addi- 
tion to the percentages of 3 and 5 per cent. of its 
gross receipts which the company will be re- 
quired to pay into the City Treasury. Inthe 
Opinion of the Commissioners the rights of the 
city have been sufficiently guarded by the terms 
and conditions accepted by the railway company, 
and under which, if the promoters of this pro- 
posed railroad shall realize an aggregate of gross 
receipts amounting to the annual sum of $1,000,- 
000, the city will derive an income of $70,000 per 
annum during the first five years of the opera- 
tion of such road and $90,000 per annum perpet- 
ually thereafter. lf the company shall succeed 
in earning $1,000,000 per annum of gross receipts, 
it appears that at least three times as many pas- 
gengers will be carried as are carried on Broad- 
way south of Fourteenth-street by all the stages 
mow running. Forty thousand dollars per 
annum is. absolutely secured to the city as 
rental by the terms of the resolution of the 
Common Council, which is equivalent to interest 
eat 4 percent. on $1,000,000. in addition to the 
eng on gross receipts which the com- 
pany will be boundto pay. Therights of the 
city are otherwise sufficiently protected by the 
terms of the consent of the Common Council, 
mvhich provides for keeping the pavement in 
good order, and requires the company tc sub- 
mut toand abide by any reasonabie regulations 
which may be hereafter imposed by the Com- 
mon Council relating to the removal of snow, 
&c. It appears that the rent of $40,000 per an- 
mum imposed by the resolution of the Common 
Council, in addition to the percentages on gross 
receipts, is a very liberal sum to be paid by the 
company, and a very severe burden on a rail- 
road of two anda half milesinlength. In con- 
sidering the question of such compensation it 
tmust be remembered that this company has un- 
sdertaken to give transfer tickets so that passen- 

ers may be carried from the Battery to Central 





ark. 

The advantages which the public will derive 
from this agreement are most important and 
can be conterred by no other company, say the 
Commissioners, without the consent of the 
Seventh-avenue road. 

The company for the present is limited to the 
use of horse power, with a provision that any 
Buitable motive power may be hereafter used, 
excepting steam power, with the consent of the 
local authorities and a majority of the property 
owners. The construction of a cable road, it 
séems, would require two trenches each 4 feet 
in width and 4 feet in depth to be excavated 
along the whole route. The evidence of John C. 
Campbell, an experienced engineer, long em- 
ployed in the Department ot Public orks, 
shows that there are numerous pipes underneath 
the surface of Broadway and the intersecting 
streets Mabie to be-interfered with and‘ injured 
by the construction of a cable road. We think 
it would be unwise at the present time to allow 
the construction of a cable.road on Broadway. 
A hors¢ railroad is more appropriate for such a 
thoroughfare and will better subserve the public 
convenience and accommodation. 





MOLDED IN BRONZE. 
A colossal statue of William M. Wadley, 
a leading organizer of the Southern system of 
railroads, was cast at the Henry-Bonnard Bronze 
Company’s foundry yesterday. Mr. Wadley was 
a Colonel in the late Confederate service, and 


Was more recently President of the. Central 
Railroad and Banking Company of Georgia. He 
was also at the head of a line of steamships run- 
ning between New-York and Savannah, Ga. 
The statue is. 10 feet in height and represents a 
gentleman in civilian’s dress. The face is 
aguiline and the features strongly marked. The 
lett hand rests on a.classic pedestal on which is a 
scroll inscribed with an outline of the 
Central Railroad system of Georgia. The right 
hand hangs easily by the side and holdsa slouch 
hat. The statue is erected at the instance of 
4.000 employes of ‘the railroad of which Mr. 
Wadiey was President. A position in a public 
square at Macon, Ga., has been allotted to the 
statue. The interesting process of casting was 
witnessed by several invited guests. The mold 
lay on its side, with the orifice about 10 feet 
from the ground. A large iron kettle containing 
$.000 pounds of molten metal was hoisted by a 
huge crane to the proper height and the vari- 
golored liquid was poured seething and splutter- 
ing into the mold. A cheer from the workmen 
gunounced that the work was done. 








A NEW EXCISE BILL DRAFTED. 

On the suggestion of Mayor Grace, a 
committee consisting of the Hon. W. H. Arnoux, 
the Hon. C. A. Peabody, and Gen. Wager 
Swayne for the Church Temperance Society: 
Austin Abbott, W. C. Beecher, and Prof. Mc- 
Cracken for the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime; Elbridge T. Gerry on behalf of minors, 
and the Rev. Howard Crosby, D. D., and Robert 
Graham have drafted a new excise bill to be pre- 
sented to the Legislature. The leading points of 
the bill are a hich license fee of $1,000 for distilled 
and $100 for fermented liquors in cities of over 
300,000 inhabitants, and of $500 for distilled and 
4 for fermented liquors in places not havin 
290,009 inhabitants, the prohibition of the sale o 
liquor on Sundays and election days and to 
manors and habitual drunkards, and the pro- 
Vision of severe penalties for adulteration, illicit 
sale, and fhe sale of distilled liquors under a beer 
license. A conference on the bill is to be held 
next Monday evening in Grace Hail, Fourteenth- 
street, near Third-avenue, at which Assistant 
Bishop Potter will preside. After this discussion 
the ‘ameniied bill will be lJaid before Mayor 
Grace and the Corporation Counsel for their 
consideration and auction, and will be introduced 
into the Legislature with the icast possible delay. 





FATA LLY INJURED BY A HIGHWAYMAN. 

Coroner Levy yesterday took the ante- 
mortem statement of James J. Donovan, a print- 
er lying at the point of death at his home No. 
B40 East Twentieth-street. -Donovan said that 
while going through Twentieth-street near First- 
avenue about 7: o’clock on Tuesday evening 
Jast he was struck on the left temple with aslung- 
shot by a man named Henry Mahone, who at the 
same time demanded his money. He received 
several other blows, snd was. finally knocked 
down. Mahone ‘was pursued, captured, and 
turned over to a policeman by- several citizens 
who saw the assault, Donovan hasa wife and 
several children. .

CEREMONIES OVER THE DEAD. 





FUNERALS OF COMMISSIONER OLLIFFE, CAPT. 
CHERRY, AND GILBERT J. ORR. 

The Church of the Puritans, in One 
Hundred and Thirtieth-street, could not hold 
the large number of persons who desired to at- 
tend the last services over the remains of Will- 
jam M. Olliffe yesterday afternoon. The body 
was brought from the residence of Jordan L. 
Mott, father-in-law of the deceased, by four 
stalwart Park policemen. The pall bearers were 
Mayor Grace, ex-Mayor Cooper, C. F. McLean, 


E. P. Barker, Park Commissioner Salem H. 


Wales, Landon Ketcham, Dr. Belden, and Hubert 
0. Thompson. There were delegations present 
from the College of Pharmacy, of which Mr. 
Olliffe was a member; the Park Police, the 
clerks in the Park Department, the department 
of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, 
under Superintendent L. A. Keese, and the Mott 
lron Works. The Presbyterian funeral service 
was read by the Rev. Dr. Clark, Pastor of the 
church. 

The flowers almost concealed the pulpit. In 
the centre under the reading desk was a large 
floral design trom the clerks of the department. 
An *mmense lyre of tuberoses and calla lilies 
was inscribed, ** Our Commissioner, Park Police.” 
A broken column of white roses, daisies, and 
lilies was from the Park Commissioners, and a 
large ivy cross witha wreath of white roses 
thrown across it, was inscribed, ** From the 
Heads of Departments.”” After the ceremonies 
at the church the casket was taken back to Mr. 
Mott’s house. The interment will be in Green- 
wood Cemetery this morning. 

The funeral of the late Police Captain Thomas 
Cherry took place yesterday ages: at St. 
Peter’s Church, in Barclay-street. he pall 
bearers were all officials of the police force in 
uniform—Superintendent Walling, Inspectors 
Dilks, Thorne, Murray, and Byrnes, Capt. Wash- 
burn, vt Allaire, Capt. Mount, Capt. Siebert, 
Capt. Clinchy, and Capt. Killilea. The Rev. 
Father McGean was celebrant, and was assisted 
by the Rev. Fathers William O’Kelly, McNamee, 
and Quinn. The services were conducted ac- 
cording to the ritual of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and at the conclusion the riest 
sprinkled the coffin with holy water and pro- 
nounced absolution of sins for the dead. The 
procession marched up Broadway, escorted by 
eight companies of policemen. The interment 
was in Calvary Cemetery. 

The funeral ceremonies of Gilbert J. Orr took 
place at the Masonic Temple yesterday after- 
noon with Masonic rites. Fully 500 persons had 
assembled when the pall bearers—A. C. Hull, of 
the Insurance Patrol; Capts. Thomas Judge, 
Joseph P. Byrnes, 8. B. Wormley, and Howsley, 
of the Fire Department, and Ernest Drevet— 
brought in the casket and placed it before the 
platform. The Masonic service was read by Col. 
E. M. L.. Eblers, Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons. Mr. Orr 
was a member of Puritan Lodge, No. 339, and 
about 50 of his fellow-members attended the 
service. Sagamore Lodge, No. 871, also senta 
delegation, and the Volunteer Fire Association, 
of which Mr. Orr was an ex-As-istant Engineer, 
numbered about 300 men. The present Fire De- 
partment also senta large representation. On 
the casket were placed sprays of evergreen. the 
mantle of the Masonic Order, and a large white 
glazed fireman’s hat and brasstrumpet. The in- 
terment took place at Woodlawn Cemetery. 





THEY WANT TO MAKE TRAMPS WORK. 
The Board of Managers of the State 
Charities Aid Association has prepared and 
printed a statement in answer to public objec- 
tions raised against the bill which has passed the 
State Senate and is now before the Assembly, 
providing for the care of homeless tramps in 
lodging houses. The pamphlet speaks of the 
220,000 men andfiwomen—" lodgers” they are 
called—who in the course of a year seek nightly 
shelter in the police stations, sleeping as they 
can, ** often packed together on the floor, wear- 
ing their filthy, vermin-infected clothing, never 
bathed, a pest-breeding crew. No work, nothing 
is asked of theminreturn. And here isthe only 
place where a respectable, homeless man or 
woman without money can find shelter in our 
city.” The board speaks of the success of a plan 
tried in Boston and other cities, where tramps 
must earn a bed, a bath, and a breakfast, atter 
all these have‘beenjfurnished to;them. The mana- 
ger deprecate any amendments to the bill which 
shall weaken the labor test and do away with 
the bathing or the disinfection of clothing. If 
these provisions are retained they would be glad 
to see the bill improved in every possible way. 








COTTON BROKERS SUSPENDING. 

The suspension of Von Gundell & May- 
hoff, cotton brokers, at Nos. 2 and 4S8tone-street, 
Was announced in the Cotton Exchange soon 
after 2 o’clock P. M. yesterday. The obliga- 
tions of the firm were stated to be about $30,000, 
and nearly all of the money is due to members 
of the Cotton Exchange. Messrs. Von Guhdell 
& Mayhoff came to this city about five years ago 
from Memphis, Tenn., where they had been ex- 
tensive dealers in “spot” cotton. Their busi- 
ness career here has been quite successful until 
recently. They were vigorous “ bulls,” and had 
been operating largely on the long side of the 
market. Within the past week the price of cot- 
ton has declined 4% cent a pound, It is said that 
the firm was carrying about 16,000 bales for 
customers. It could not raise the money to 
cover the decline. A gentleman connected with 
the firm said last evening that it hoped to settle 
up its obligations soon and resume business,

TRACING BACK THE LOANS 
. ea 
MR. FISH PUTS THEM DOWN IN 
GRANT & WARD’S PASS BOOK. 
THOUSANDS CHARGED TO CLERKS AND A 
JANITOR — A LOSS OF $1,141,570 14 
PROVED BY THE BANK’S BOOKS, 


The jurors who are to decide on the guilt 
or the innocence of James D. Fish, on trial for 
willfully misappropriating the funds of the 
Marine National Bank, had to listen to consider- 
able testimony yesterday that was suggestive of 
an elementary course of bookkeeping. United 
States District Attorney Root traced figure by 
figure and entry by.entry the fictitious loans, 
covering thousands of dollars, which were 
chargeé on the loan book to the colored janitor 
of the bank and to one or two of its petty clerks 
until he pinned them fast in Grant & Ward's 
special account pass book, credited to them‘there 
in James D. Fish’s own handwriting. Accord- 
ing to the figures, as Mr. Root has brought them 
out in the testimony so far, the Marine Bank lost 
$1,141,570 14 through the connection of its Presi- 
dent with the firm of Grant & Ward up to the 
time its doors were closed, on May 6. 

Mr. Fish sat at the lawyers’ table writing most 
of the day, apparently as unconcerned as though 
he was at his old desk in the bank. Sometimes 
he nodded carelessly tu an a¢quaintance among 
the changing crowd of lawyers and business 
men in the court room as though he would have 
them be seated for a minute or two until he 


was at leisure. None of his late partners came 
near him all day. Henry Bergh was _ the most 
notable visitor in the court room. He took a 
chair directly behind Mr. Fish and gazeda with 
manifest commiseration on Deputy Marshal 
Holmes, who was painfully puzzled over the 
problem of seating 70 people in 60 chairs. Sev- 
eral persons who are interested in the numerous 
suits growing out of the failure which have 
been in progress before Referee Hamilton Cole 
listened closely to the testimony. 

Nathan D. Daboll, loan cierk in the Marine 
Bank, opened the loan book which he dropped 
when the hearing closed on Wednesday after- 
noon, and under date of March 15, 1884, he found 
entry of a $30,000 loan to George. E. Spencer, se- 
cured by $40,000 in bonds; also, a loan of $40,000 
to E. E. Doty, secured by $50,000 in bonds; also, 
aloanto U. 8. Grant, Jr.. of $40,000, secured by 
$50,000 in bonds. All these loans were uncan- 
celed. In the Spencer envelope and the Grant 
envelope were stock notes describing the collat- 
eral which should have been there. There was 
at one time an unsigned note in the Doty envel- 
ope, but Ferdinand Ward took it away ostensi- 
bly to get it signed, and did not bring it back 
again. ‘Turning over the leaves to April 1p. 
Mr. Daboli found entry of another $40,000 lo 
to ©. H. Armstrong, secured by $50,000 in bonds; 
a $20,000 loan to F. D. Green, secured by $25,000 
in bonds; a loan of $40,000 to F. D. Grant, secured 
by $50,000 in bonds: a $20,000 loan to E. E. Doty, 
secured by $25,000 in bonds, and a $40,000 loan to 
W. H. Mallory, secured by $50,000 in bonds. Mr. 
Daboll said that he had charge of all the loan 
securities that came into the Marine Bank, but 
he never saw any collateral for the loans above 
mentioned. Some of the envelopes which were 
supposed to contain the securities were empty, 
and others contained stock notes, some of them 
unsigned. 

Juror Hartshorne asked: “How did these 
loans differ from other loans made by the bank in 
the ordinary course of business ?” 

“In other cases,” replied the witness, ** securi- 
ties were put in the envelopes when the loans 
were made, but in the cases I have spoken of no 
securities were put up at all.” 

Continuing his testimony, Mr. Daboll_ identi- 
fied the loan tickets signed by John D. Fish, 
Cashier, (son of the defendant,) through which 
the accounts were transferred to the. note teller’s 
book, whence they were copied to the proper 
ledger by one of the bookkeepers of the bank. 
Grant & Ward had two accounts with the bank— 
a special account and a general account. Busi- 
ness not ordered on the special account was put 
onthe general account. Mr. Daboll identified 
the firm’s special pass book when it was shown 
to him and found in it the following entries, 
thus showing what had become of the loans to 
which he had referred during his testimony:

These entries were made in Grant & Ward's 

ass book in the handwriting of James D. Fish, 
President of the bank anda partner in the firm 
of Grant & Ward. Some of the alleged loans 
were credited to the firm in the pass book before 
they appeared in the regular books of the bank 
in the ordinary course of business. Mr. Daball 
was excused for a while, and George W. Force, a 
bookkeeper in the Marine Bank, was called to 
certify to certain entries about the supposed 
loans made by bim on the ledger. Melville H. 
Gilchrist, another bookkeeper, was cailed for the 
same porpene. It was shown in the testimony 
that the unsecured loans credited to.the various 
parties mentionea by Mr. Daba!l in his testimony 
were placed to the account of Grant & Ward by 
John D. Fish, the Cashier. 

The bookkeepers took charge of different 
ledgers by rotation, and Mr. Gilchrist had charge 
of the one containing Grant & Ward's account 
whenthe bank closed. He read from his own 
figures to show that the firm’s combined ac- 
counts were often largely overdrawn, on one 
day just before the failure the amount being 
aimost $800,000. At the close of business on the 
morning of May 6 the overdraft oi the special 
account was $388,402 07. On the general account 
it was $378,168 07, making a total overdraft of 
$765,570 14. The cross-examination by Mr. 
Clarke developed something favorable to Mr. 


Fish, as it showed that though Grant & 
Ward might be largely overdrawn’ with 
the bank one day, the next day it 


was just as likely as not to have several thou- 
and dollars to its credit. On April 15, 1884, the 
firm had a balance 1n the bank of $209,360 17, ex- 
clusive of the $160,000 of fictitious loans to Arm- 
strong, Green, Grant, Doty, and Mallory made 
on that day.. Two days afterward it was over- 
drawn $5,165 47. On April 19it was overdrawn 
over $39,000, but on the 24th of the same month 
it had $492,438 85 toits credit again. On May 2 it 
had a balance of over $400,000 to its credit, and 
yet when the doors were closed it was more than 
$700,000 overdrawn in addition to the $375,000 
loaned through outside parties. 
Ynhe trial goes on this morning.

Mayor Grace’s request that Police Cap- 
tain Steers shall be transferred from the City 
Hall station, and Capt. Conlin, of the Third Pre- 
cinct, shall be placed in charge of the Twenty- 
sixth, will probably be considered by the Police 
Board to-day.

soon forgot how to do regular police duty, and 


was unfitted after a time totake charge of a 
regular police precinct.

SELLING A THEATRE’S ASSETS. 





THE MANUSCRIPTS, FURNITURE, AND DEBTS 
OF ‘BROOKS & DICKSON AT AUCTION, 

The old offices of the suspended theat- 
rical firm of Brooks &. Dickson, at No. 44 West 
Twenty-third-street, were the scene of an inter- 
esting auction sale yesterday afternoon, when 
Jacob Nunnemacher, the Assignee, with the aid 
of J. W. Campbell & Co., auctioneers, closed out 
the affairs of the concern, Leases, manuscript 
plays, orchestral scores and parts, scenery, prop- 
erties, wardrobes, furniture, and unpaid debts 
appeared in the catalogue. A crowd, composed 


partly of second-hand dealers and partly of the- 
atrical people, assembled in the office and some 
of the bids arousea much merriment. Harry 
Miner, the industrious President of the Actors’ 
Fund, looked out for the interests of that organ- 
ization and purchased furniture for the new 
rooms in Union-sauare. T. Henry French com- 
bined speculations in real estate, gas pumps, and 
plays, and Alfred Joel laid in a stock of very 
queer commercial paper and a snare drum. 

The most interesting items on the catalogue 
were the plays and bad debts. “In the Kanks,” 
by Simsand Pettit, manuscript, parts, music, 
scenery, property, and wardrobe, now en route, 
subject to 10 per cent. royalty due tne authors, 
was bought by T. H. French for $575. “Touch 
and Go,” comedy, by Brander Matthews and H. 
C. Bunner, manuscript and rights, went to Al- 
fred Joel for $50. ‘**Tne Merry Duchess,” comic 
opera by G. R. Sims and Frederic Clay, parts and 
music, and right to produce at 5 per cent. roy- 
alty, was sold to J. E. Nash, who was the original 
Freddy Bowman—Fred Archer in disguise—at 
the Standard Theatre, for $10. ‘La Charbon- 
niére,” drama, by’ De Courveélle and Cremieux, 
manuscript, parts, music, right to produce, 1n- 
cluding scenery, properties, &c., went to a Mr. 
Roberts for 50 cents. Messrs. Brooks & Dickson 
lost about $10,000 on this play. ‘“ rreedom,” 
spectacular play, by Rowe and Harris, parts and 
music, with right to produce at 5 per cent. roy- 
alty, went for $2. Messrs. Brooks & Dickson 
paid $5,000 for this play, the sum to be 
counted as advance royalty. One of the 
authors, George Fawcett Rowe, arrived a 
minute too late to see his work sold. He quietly 
remarked that it had cost £1,400 per week to 
play it in’ London, and went away smiling. 
George R. Sims’s’ comedy “ Mother-in-law,” 
manuscript, parts, and music, with right to 
produce, was bought by Alfred Joel for $6. 
**La Prinessse des Canaries,’ opera bouffe, by 
Daru and Cheviot, manuscript, parts, score, 
&c., went to Harry M.ner for $6. The scenery 
ot the spectacle ‘** Fortunio” was knocked down 
tor $55. “La Justice,” manuscript play ino 
French and English, with ene to produce, was 
bought by Alfred Joel for $11 50. This play was 
purchased outright tor $1,200 by Messrs. Brooks 
& Dickson, who were unable to cast it. 
Rocket,” a pay, written for John T. Raymond 
and played by him, went for $7. The original 
score and parts of Stephens and Solomon’s opera 
“ Virginie,” left as a collateral for a loan of $100, 
went to Harry Miner for $5. 

Among the principal claims sold out was one 
for $2,559, against J.C. B. Andrews and C, W, 
Butler, due on four notes. Mr. Joel bought it 
for $5. Rent dueon the Standard Theatre to 
the amount of $1,536 50, from James Barton and 
Louis Ballenberg, Mr. Joel took for $1. A claim 
aguinst Effie Ellsier for $375 loaned her went to 
the same buyer for thesameprice. Aclaim for 
$147 50, balance due from E. E. Rice on account 
of expenses at Standard Theatre, against which 
Brooks & Dickson held his demand note for $200, 
was taken by Mr. Joel for $1. 

The lease of fonr floors of the building No. 44 
West Twenty-third-street, with two years to run 
from May 1, was bought by T. Henry French for 
$100. Among the theatrical bric-d-brac which 
was knocked down to various bidders were 500 
minstrel song books, one stereopticon—original 
price $125, bought by Harry Miner for $12—six 
property sheep, six boxes of wardrobe, 1,000 feet 
ot gas pipe, two canvas drop covers, 14 canvas 
bags for weights, one scene model for ** Free- 
dom,” one brass bell, two tin ticket boxes, one 
calcium Jens with burners, and several marble 
slabs, on stands, for pedestal clog dancers. Alfred 
Joel bought the big prismatic sigu which used 
to illuminate the Standard Theatre, and which 
cost $600, for $25. A gas pump, used for hoist- 
ing water on the premises, was bought for $15 
by Mr. French, the new landlord. It cost $125. 
Harry Miner bought a desk,a number of fine 
leather-covered office chairs, a sofa, some gas 
fixtures, and three cuspidors for the Actors’ 
Fund rooms. The sale brought in about $2,500, 
which was more than the Assignee expected.

A CHALLENGE CUP PRESENTED FOR THE 
CLUBS OF THE STATE, 

The cricketers are anxiously looking for- 
ward to the opening of the season, which prom- 
ises to be a moreeventful one than there has 
been for some time, The Staten Island Club, 
which, with the aid of the good generalship and 
untiring efforts of Cyril Wilson, the Captain, has 
worked itself into the front rank of American 
cricketers, will, unfortunately, lose the services
